HALF-CENTS 

5001 PCGS 1834 MS 64 Brown. Very sharply struck in all areas 
and showing attractive reddish-brown color with the 
remains of an ancient fingerprint on the obverse. A pleasing 
coin with good luster. One of only 20 pieces to have been so 
graded by PCGS. 

5002 PCGS 1854 MS 64 Brown. Fully struck with highly lustrous 
surfaces that show traces of original red color around the 
devices on each side, but not quite enough to call Red and 
Brown. A lovely type coin that is only marred by a spot on 
the edge of the obverse at 7 o’clock. 

5003 PCGS 1845 Restrike PR 64 Brown. Second Restrike. 

B-3, Low R.7. The allure of the 1845 date goes back to the 
turn of the century when it was the most highly coveted of 
all original proof half cents. Unlike some other dates where 
originals are more plentiful than restrikes, the 1845 
restrikes are considerably more available than the originals. 
Struck around 1860, these Second Restrike coins were 
manufactured clandestinely by George and Theodore 
Eckfeldt on thin planchets from whatever scrap material 
was available in the Mint and wouldn’t be missed. This 
piece has toned normally with a brown patina overall but 
shows a lovely blue and purple coloration in the fields. The 
fields are quite flashy and the surfaces overall are clean and 
problem-free. One of only 2 restrikes to have been certified 
in all grades by PCGS (the other coin grading the same as 
this one). 


LARGE CENTS 

5004 PCGS 1838 MS 64 Brown. Remarkably clean surfaces that 
display an attractive olive-brown patina with glossy 
underlying luster. A nice Coronet Large cent in an 
affordable grade and color. 

5005 PCGS 1844 MS 64. Red and Brown. A very scarce 
date in mint condition that was apparently not hoarded as 
were the Randall dates (1816-20) and the Bank Holiday 
issues from the 1850s. There are no mint state 1844 cents 
that have been certified by PCGS with full red color and 
only one other piece has Red and Brown surfaces. This is a 
clean coin for the grade with attractive red color over 
perhaps 40-50% of each side. This is a rare opportunity for 
the advanced collector of this popular series. 

5006 NGC 1852 MS 64 Brown. Sharply struck (even on the stars) 
with smooth, glossy surfaces. 

5007 PCGS 1852 MS 64 Red. Superb original rod color and clean, 
problem-free surfaces; only held back from a higher grade 
by slight peripheral weakness on the reverse. 

5008 PCGS 1855 Upright 5s MS 64 Red. For a mid-19th century 
type coin with full red color Braided Hair Large cents 
represent an excellent opportunity for the collector or 
investor. This is a lovely coin with superb original luster; 
held back from the gem grade by the presence of a single 
carbon spot in the left obverse field. One of only 36 pieces to 
have been so graded by PCGS. 


INDIAN CENTS 

5009 NGC 1908 MS 65 Red. Superb deep red color. 

5010 PCGS 1880 PR 65 Red. Original surfaces with bright 
orange-rod color and deeply reflective fields. 

5011 PCGS 1881 PR 65 Red and Brown. Deep cherry-red color on 
both sides with just a light touch of brown. A nice, original 
looking coin. 

5012 NGC 1909 PR 66 Red and Brown. Deeply mirrored fields 
with bright red luster over most of each side and a light 
iridescence in the fields. 


LINCOLN CENTS 

5013 ANACS 1909 V.D.B. Doubled Die MS 63 Red and Brown. 
Breen-2053. Although discovered in 1978 this is only the 
second piece we have seen. There are three varieties, this 
one appeal's to be the same as the one photoed in the Breen 
Encyclopedia on page 228. Mellowed reddish-brown surfaces 
with one small carbon spot on the reverse. 

5014 ANACS 1910-S MS 63 Red and Brown. Bright orange-red 
color and a pristine coin overall. Only downgraded by the 
presence of a darker encrustation on the upper reverse 
edge. 

5015 PCGS 1912-D MS 64 Red. Fiery red color with a few minute 
marks. 

5016 ANACS 1913-D MS 63 Red and Brown. Mellowed red color. 

5017 PCGS 1913-S MS 64 Red. A sharply struck coin with bright 
orange and red color. 

5018 PCGS 1914-S MS 64 Red and Brown. This is a very scarce, 
key date issue that retains perhaps 40-50% of the original 
red color on each side. Sharply struck with strong details on 
the beard and sharp definition on the hair curls. There are 
virtually no abrasions that can be detected with the unaided 
eye and overall this is a very pleasing example of this rare 
date. One of only 42 pieces that have been certified in this 
grade by PCGS. 

5019 PCGS 1915-D MS 65 Red. Fully struck with attractive red 

5020 PCGS 1916-D MS 63 Red and Brown. The devices have an 
outline of bright red mint luster that contrasts markedly 
against the otherwise brown color seen elsewhere. 

5021 ANACS 1920-S MS 63 Red and Brown. Sharply struck and 
much cleaner than one might expect for an MS 63. 

5022 PCGS 1921 MS 64 Red. Sharply struck with uniformly 
bright orange-red color. 

5023 PCGS 1921-S MS 64 Red and Brown. A very sharply struck 
example of this scarce and normally weak issue. Whisker 
detail can be plainly seen by the unaided eye and the O in 
ONE is complete. Mostly brown with occasional flashes of 
original red showing here and there. 

5024 PCGS 1921-S MS 64 Red. Attractive warm red color with 
only slight softness of detail on the obverse. This is a 
pleasing and basically problem-free example of this scarce 
date. One of only 14 pieces to have been so graded with only 
9 finer. 

5025 ANACS 1924-D MS 62 Brown. A clean and glossy example 
of this scarce, semi-key issue with occasional bits of original 
red color showing around the edges. 

5026 PCGS 1926-S MS 64 Red and Brown. Highly lustrous, 
glossy surfaces that are mostly brown but do show bright 
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underlying red color as well The color is perfectly matched 
from side to side and there are no contact marks apparent. 
Sharp looking coin and one of only 21 pieces to have been so 
graded by PCGS. 

5027 AN ACS 1927-S MS 63 Red and Brown. Clean surfaces with 
a bright sheen over both sides; just a trifle softly struck to 
grade any higher. 

5028 PCGS 1928-S MS 64 Red. A near-gem example of this scarce 
issue. 

5029 PCGS 1928-S MS 64 Red. Sharply struck with even red 
color over both sides. 

5030 PCGS 1929-D MS 65 Red. Bright and original with clean 
surfaces. 

5031 PCGS 1929-S MS 65 Red. Unspotted with bright, even color 
over both sides. 

5032 PCGS 1931 MS 65 Red. 

5033 NGC 1909 PR 64 Red and Brown. A very attractive matte 
proof with brown color limited to the highpoints of the 
design but the fields retaining most of the original red luster 
with a light olive on the reverse. Popular first year of issue. 

5034 PCGS 1911 PR 65 Brown. The color is an even brown over 
both sides showing absolutely no variation in hue. The 
strike is finely chiseled with incredibly detailed features and 
the surfaces overall are clean, showing no problems or 
superficial disturbances. 

5035 PCGS 1911 PR 65 Red. Bright orange-red color on 
both sides with only the top of the reverse showing a slight 
darkening of the original luster. The surfaces are deem and 
carbon-free, the only contact noted being a squiggly mark in 
the left obverse field. Very scarce, as are all matte proof 
Lincolns with original red color, with only 14 pieces having 
been so graded by PCGS. 

5036 ANACS 1912 PR 65 Red and Brown. Bright orange-red and 
purple iridescence. A clean, problem-free coin whose 
surfaces still retain most of the original color. 

5037 PCGS 1913 PR 63 Red and Brown. Attractively toned with 
cleaner features than one would imagine from the grade. 

5038 ANACS 1915 PR 64 Red and Brown. The surfaces have 
deepened in hue to a lovely olive-green over most of both 
sides but there is still a significant portion of original red 
around the devices and edges. Nice coin that looks more like 
a gem. 

5039 NGC 1936 PR 64 Red and Brown. A Satin Finish proof with 
attractive autumn leaves toning. 


TWO-CENT PIECE 

5040 PCGS 1865 MS 64 Red. A fully struck coin with bright, even 
red color. A lovely piece that is held back from grading 
higher by the presence of a few small contact marks, most 
noticeably on the reverse. 


THREE-CENT SILVER 

5041 PCGS 1862 PR 61. Toned across the obverse and clear in 
the center of the reverse with peripheral color. Hairlined 
but still showing much reflectiveness in the fields. 


THREE-CENT NICKELS 

5042 PCGS 1865 MS 65. Lustrous pearl-gray surfaces. 


5043 PCGS 1867 MS 63. Excellent luster and light in color with a 
few scattered marks and light die clashing in the fields. 

5044 NGC 1876 PR 65. Deeply mirrored with a mild cameo 
contrast. 

5045 PCGS 1884 PR 64. Light in color with a few small marks 
and one noticeable carbon spot at 12 o’clock. 

5046 PCGS 1885 PR 65. Light diagonal streaks of color on each 
side and good reflectivity in the fields. 


SHIELD NICKELS 

5047 PCGS 1866 Rays MS 64. Sharply struck with excellent 
luster and light attractive toning. A premium example of 
this popular type coin that is held back from the gem grade 
by the presence of minor planchet flaking on the lower 
reverse edge. 

5048 NGC 1866 Rays MS 64. The bright lustrous surfaces show 
just the lightest trace of brownish color, but are a trifle 
softly struck as usual for this date being most evident on the 
stars and rays on the reverse. 

5049 PCGS 1869 PR 66. Deeply mirrored proof fields with a 
light obverse tone. Pristine surfaces and one of only 5 pieces 
to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5050 PCGS 1871 PR 64. A bright, no-contrast proof with a very 
light layer of color on each side. 

5051 PCGS 1871 PR 64. Lightly toned. 

5052 NGC 1872 PR 65. Very deeply mirrored with a cameoed 
contrast on each side and light hazy color. 

5053 NGC 1873 PR 65. Light gray-olive color with a blue 
peripheral tone. 

5054 PCGS 1877 PR 63. Hazy gray patina over both sides. An 
affordable example of this rare, key date issue. 


LIBERTY NICKELS 

5055 ANACS 1883 No Cents MS 64. Fully struck and untoned. 

5056 ANACS 1884 MS 63. Sharply struck and lustrous. 

5057 ANACS 1885 MS 62. Excellent mint luster and untoned 
with a firm, sharp strike in all areas. This is a very- 
attractive example of this rare, key date Liberty nickel that 
will surely prove to be the object of spirited bidding by 
collectors and dealers alike. 

5058 PCGS 1886 MS 62. A sharply struck and lightly toned 
example of this rare, key date issue. Rarely seen as a 
business strike. 

5059 PCGS 1889 MS 63. Fully struck with deep cinnamon colored 
toning. 

5060 PCGS 1890 MS 64. Bright, dazzling luster. A nice looking 
coin that is held back from a higher grade by a few scattered 
planchet flakes on each side. 

5061 PCGS 1891 MS 63. Lightly toned with strong underlying 
luster. 

5062 NGC 1907 MS 64. Light in color with lustrous 
semi-prooflike fields. 

5063 PCGS 1911 MS 62. Fully struck and deeply toned. 

5064 PCGS 1911 MS 63. Lightly toned. 
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5065 PCGS 1912 MS 64. Attractive iridescence with bright satiny 
luster. 

5066 NGC 1912 MS 64. Satiny luster and light in color. 

5067 PCGS 1886 PR 64. Hazy golden-gray patina with an 
underlying iridescence. Better date as a proof because of the 
scarcity of business strikes. 

5068 PCGS 1887 PR 64. Lightly and attractively toned but 
lacking full highpoint definition. 

5069 PCGS 1891 PR 64. Hazy light color. 

5070 PCGS 1894 PR 64. Brilliant. 

5071 PCGS 1894 PR 64. Attractive lilac and rose colored toning. 

5072 PCGS 1899 PR 64. Toned with good depth of reflectivity in 
the fields. 

5073 PCGS 1909 PR 64. Deep golden-reddish color with 
especially deep mirrors on the reverse. 

5074 NGC 1909 PR 65. Lightly toned in streaks of pale rose with 
good reflectivity in the fields. A very attractive PQ coin with 
strong eye appeal. 


BUFFALO NICKELS 

5075 PCGS 1916-D MS 64. Reddish-gray central color with 
peripheral iridescence on each side. 

5076 PCGS 1918-S MS 64. Light rose colored toning with an 
occasional tinge of lilac scattered here and there. Lacking 
complete highpoint detail but showing strong underlying 
luster. 

5077 ANACS 1926-D MS 62. Lightly toned with bright satiny 
luster but softly struck as usual. 

5078 PCGS 1928 MS 64. Untoned with good luster. 

5079 PCGS 1937-D Three-Legged MS 64. The key to the 
short set and indeed one of the keys to the entire Buffalo 
nickel series. Struck from an overzealously polished die and 
lacking the foreleg of the buffalo, this error has found a 
permanent place on the want lists of all serious collectors of 
this series. This piece is mostly brilliant with only the 
slightest touch of color on each side. Well struck overall, 
there is only a slight softness on the highpoints noted. One 
of only 33 coins to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5080 PCGS 1936 Type One PR 67. A superb Satin Finish 
nickel whose surfaces are virtually perfect and show only 
the lightest trace of patina on each side. Of the greatest 
rarity and importance to the collector of 19th century type 
with only 31 pieces having been certified. 


JEFFERSON NICKEL 

5081 PCGS 1942 Type Two PR 65. Untoned with much deeper 
mirrors than usually seen on this issue. 


EARLY HALF DIMES 

5082 NGC 1794 MS 61. V-4, R.5. Very few 1794 half dimes were 
saved even though they were the first of their kind. 

Although the V-4 is the most common variety of the year, to 
give some perspective of the relative rarity of this variety, it 
is rarer than a Chain AMERI cent but a little less rare than 
a 1799/8 cent. The hair shows good definition on the obverse 
but, as usual, the reverse is weak in the center of the bird 


and at the tops of the wings. This is a beautifully toned coin 
with light olive-yellow centers and deep crimson and blue 
edges. Overall a very presentable example of this rare first 
year of issue. This is the only MS 61 certified by NGC and is 
exceeded in grade by only 4 other coins. 

5083 PCGS 1796/5 XF 40. V-2, R.5. 1796 half dimes are very 
scarce with perhaps as many as 6,840 specimens (the first 
shipment of March 30) dated 1795. The V-2 is the only true 
overdate of the two varieties known of this year, the other 
being merely a recut 6. The 1796 is rarer, as a date, than 
the 1794. This piece has an uncommonly bold strike with 
strong hair definition on Liberty and some feathers showing 
on the eagle’s breast. The surfaces show a light, original 
gray patina with underlying rose and olive color. The only 
defect noted on the coin’s surfaces is a small planchet 
depression in the center of the obverse. Trends $5100. 

5084 PCGS 1800 MS 61. V-3, R.7. The 1800 is the only Large 
Eagle half dime that can occasionally be found in mint 
condition, and it is not all that easy to locate with PCGS 
having only graded 2 coins in MS 61 with a total of 32 pieces 
certified in all conditions of mint state. This variety is 
especially difficult, being the rarest by far of the three 
varieties of the year. This is a well struck coin with good 
hair definition and partial feathers on the neck of the eagle. 
The fields are quite clean for a coin of this grade with the 
only noticeable ripple in the surface being a few clash 
marks. Both sides have a steely-gray patina with a 
pronounced blue undertone. 

5085 PCGS 1830 MS 66. A superb type coin that is essentially 
"as struck" with bright, coruscating luster and smooth, 
unblemished surfaces. Very sharply struck, showing 
virtually no areas of weakness on the highpoints. Both sides 
are brilliant with only the faintest trace of color seen at the 
bottom of the obverse. This is one of only 2 coins to have 
been certified as MS 66 with only 1 piece finer. 


SEATED HALF DIMES 

5086 NGC 1838 No Drapery MS 63. Fully struck throughout with 
an attractive overlay of gray patina that deepens to a rich 
golden hue toward the edges. First year of this scarce 
three-year type. 

5087 NGC 1839 No Drapery MS 63. Sharply struck with bright 
blue and gray toning that is evenly matched over both sides. 

5088 NGC 1842 MS 63. Well struck with deep golden-reddish 
centers with a much deeper blue at the edges. 

5089 NGC 1854 Arrows MS 64. Only produced in three 
years. Arrows coinage has become an integral part of the 
collecting habits of anyone interested in 19th century U.S. 
numismatics. The 1854 is the scarcest of the three P-mint 
issues with only 40 coins graded MS 64 by NGC, 24 by 
PCGS. Gems are quite scarce with only 9 certified by each 
service. This piece has light golden and blue toning with 
bright, sparkling underlying luster. The strike is sharp and 
the surfaces are surprisingly clean with only a few die clash 
marks to interrupt the smoothness of the fields. 

5090 PCGS 1857-0 MS 66. While no New Orleans half dime 
can be considered common in mint state, the emergence of a 
small hoard of eight pieces in 1982 did increase the 
available pool of mint state coins enough that this date can 
be found more readily today by the diligent collector. Still, 
this is a difficult issue in gem and superb condition. Only 8 
MS 65 pieces have been graded and a total of 3 have been 
certified in MS 66, none are finer. This is a beautiful coin 
with dazzling cartwheel luster. The strike is complete in all 
areas, the coin giving no clue to the viewer how difficult this 
type is when fully detailed. Strongly die clashed with 
portions of the wreath seen in the obverse fields and the E 
in DIME prominent below Liberty’s arm. 

5091 PCGS 1871 MS 63. Deeply toned and fully struck. 
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5092 NGC 1872-S MS 65. Mintmark Above Wreath. In the 
1860s many S-mint half dimes were made into jewelry pieces 
and were soldered rendering them numismatically useless 
today. The 1872-S is one of the few dates available to 
numismatists in mint condition. Most of the available coins 
come from one of two hoards dispersed in 1964 and 1973. 
However, of these hoard coins the majority were of the 
variety with the mintmark below the wreath. This is a 
lovely coin with bright lustrous surfaces that are essentially 
untoned and show no obvious signs of coin-to-coin contact. 

A scarce type piece in gem condition. 

5093 PCGS 1868 PR 65. Deeply mirrored fields and toned in 
rich colors on each side-bright crimson-purple and blue on 
the obverse with aquamarine and golden on the reverse. 

One of only 12 gem proofs to have been certified by PCGS. 


EARLY DIMES 

5094 PCGS 1807 MS 63. Only one variety exists of this date, a 
rather surprising fact when one considers that 165,000 
dimes were struck of this date after the reverse had been 
used on four issues of quarter eagles from 1805-07. What is 
not surprising though is that most dimes of this date are 
seen with extensive die clash marks in the fields and weak 
peripheral details. The obverse of this coin plainly shows 
portions of the wreath in the fields and there is some 
softness seen at the left edge of both sides, but the surfaces 
overall are fully lustrous and essentially untoned with some 
deeper blue and brown colors at the edges. While the 1807 is 
the most commonly available coin of the Draped Bust, Large 
Eagle type, "common” is not a word that fits very well when 
describing a coin that has only had 19 other pieces certified 
in this grade. A rare opportunity to acquire this elusive 
early Bust type. 

5095 NGC 1821 MS 63. JR-5, R.3. A scarcer variety that is 
usually only seen in circulated grades. Allen Love joy’s coin 
was an uncertified "BU". We believe this piece to be superior 
and indeed is most likely finest known. While deeply toned 
in shades of blue, green, and rose iridescence there is a 
noticeable glimmer of semi-prooflikeness that is plainly 
evident in the fields beneath the toning. Generally well 
struck but showing the usual softness on the highpoints as 
often seen on coins of this design. 

5096 PCGS 1827 MS 63. JR-7, R.3. Deep golden-brown and blue 
toning over both sides and quite a clean coin for the grade. 
The strike is average for the variety with full obverse 
denticulation and showing some softness on the hair curls 
as well as some weakness on the wing and neck on the 
reverse. A scarce variety above XF with mint state pieces 
being very difficult. Perhaps the second finest known JR-7, 
the finest being the Lovejov specimen that graded NGC MS 
64. 

5097 PCGS 1832 MS 65. JR-7, R.3. An exceptionally pleasing 
Bust dime with sparkling mint luster and just the lightest 
trace of golden-reddish color on the obverse. The JR-7 
variety is perhaps the most difficult of the seven varieties of 
this year. This piece is tied for finest known with an NGC 
MS 65 (HNAI, 8/91); both pieces being finer than the 
Lovejoy coin that graded MS 63. 


LIBERTY SEATED DIMES 

5098 PCGS 1837 No Stars MS 63. A lovely example of this scarce 
two-year type coin. Even though the surfaces show a few 
tiny abrasions, one cannot help but admire the clean lines of 
the design and uncluttered fields. Fully struck and not 
showing even the faintest bit of weakness anywhere, the 
surfaces are toned an attractive gray-lilac with undertones 
of many other colors. 

5099 NGC 1839 No Drapery MS 63. A fully struck example of this 
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scarce and popular three-year type. Each side is toned in 
deep shades of golden-brown and blue with a smattering of 
other colors thrown in as well. One of only 12 pieces to have 
been so graded by NGC. 

5100 PCGS 1839 No Drapery MS 66. Amazingly well preserved 
surfaces that retain the full complement of original mint 
luster that shimmers and glows beneath the bright purple 
toning covering both sides. Fully struck with seemingly 
perfect surfaces that are undisturbed by even the tiniest 
contact marks. One of only 7 pieces to have been so graded 
by PCGS. 

5101 NGC 1852 MS 62. Multi-colored toning on the obverse with 
a few old scratches in the fields. 

5102 PCGS 1859 MS 66. Superb luster and brilliant throughout 
with smooth, virtually unblemished surfaces. A rare grade 
for a Stars dime, onlv 7 others having been certified as such 
by PCGS. 

5103 NGC 1860 MS 64. Mostly brilliant with a touch of light 
peripheral color on each side. A flashy coin for the grade 
with semi-prooflike fields on the reverse caused by a 
striated die. 

5104 PCGS 1873 Arrows MS 64. Toned in concentric rings 

of iridescence with strong underlying mint luster. Only held 
back from a higher grade by a slight softness of strike. Very 
scarce with only 6 other pieces having been so graded by 
PCGS. 

5105 PCGS 1876-CC MS 65. Fully struck with deep, 
multi-colored toning and strong underlying luster. An 
attractive Carson City dime that is completely original. 

While this is the most commonly encountered CC dime there 
have still only been 23 gems certified by PCGS, a small 
number when one considers the numbers of collectors 
needing this mintmark and this denomination in MS 65 
condition. 

5106 PCGS 1877-CC MS 63. Lightly toned with excellent luster. 

5107 NGC 1877-CC MS 63. Sharply struck and light in color with 
evidence of die clashing in the fields. 

5108 PCGS 1877-CC MS 64. A brilliant coin that is fully struck 
and shows only the tiniest contact marks on either side. An 
affordable type coin from this rare and popular Western 
mint. 

5109 PCGS 1878 MS 65. The most prominent feature on this 
coin is its thick mint luster. This is somewhat surprising 
because the surfaces have several layers of medium gray, 
blue, and pink toning; many other coins might look dull with 
such colors but this piece is vibrant and attractive. A nice 
gem type coin and completely original. 

5110 NGC 1891 MS 64. Golden-brown toning in the centers with 
the edges encircled by a deep blue. Kept from the gem grade 
by a couple of small planchet depressions on the reverse. 

5111 NGC 1891 MS 64. Fully struck and originally toned with 
even golden-brown color over both sides and an outline of 
deeper russet around the devices. Superb underlying luster. 

5112 PCGS 1860 PR 64. A deeply toned example of this first year 
of the Legend Obverse design. Scarcer than the mintage 
would indicate as almost half the proofs were unsold at 
year’s end and melted. 

5113 PCGS 1862 PR 63. Deeply toned with nicely mirrored fields. 

5114 NGC 1886 PR 64. A clean coin with nice color but a bit 
softly struck on the head of Liberty. 

5115 PCGS 1888 PR 64. Deep gray patina over both sides with 
bright golden-rose at the edges. Original. 

5116 NGC 1889 PR 64. Toned a steel-gray with blue and red 
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undertones. 


BARBER DIMES 

5117 AN ACS 1892 MS 62. Sharply struck with scattered deep 
blue toning on the obverse, otherwise brilliant. A popular 
first year of issue coin. 

5118 NGC 1896 MS 64. Fully struck with deep gray and blue 
toning. 

5119 ANACS 1900-0 AU 50. A brilliant coin that shows signs of 
light circulation. A sharply struck example of this scarce, 
semi-key issue. Trends $325. 

5120 NGC 1901-0 MS 63. Deeply toned but, of course, not fully 
struck. Still, a presentable, above average example of this 
scarce strike rarity in the Barber dime series and a date 
that has been very difficult to locate for collectors for many 
years. Trends $900. 

5121 NGC 1902-S MS 66. A breathtaking example of this 
rare Barber dime. The late Gene Edwards believed this 
issue to be almost as rare as the 1901-S. Gem and superb 
examples are very elusive with only one other piece having 
been so graded by NGC, PCGS has also only graded two 
coins MS 66. Superb frosted mint luster and toned a lovely 
lilac and golden-rose on each side. 

5122 PCGS 1906 MS 64. Fully struck and lustrous with a light bit 
of color on each side. 

5123 PCGS 1908 MS 65. Deep blue and gray toning with a 
bright sheet of silvery luster beneath the patina. Fully 
struck. Only 14 gems have been certified by PCGS with only 
1 MS 66 graded. 

5124 NGC 1912 MS 63. Originally toned with strong underlying 
luster. Fully struck as well. 

5125 NGC 1912 MS 65. Showing no marks to the unaided eye, 
both sides are covered with original layers of speckled gray 
and brown patina. Fully struck and a coin that should 
interest those who desire pieces of unquestioned originality. 

5126 NGC 1913 MS 65. Highly lustrous and showing a covering 
of golden-brown toning on each side with much underlying 
brilliance still in evidence as well. 

5127 NGC 1914 MS 65. Attractively toned on the obverse in 
shades of russet and golden-olive while the reverse shows 
color only on the lower half, the top portion having 
remained brilliant. Full strike. 

5128 PCGS 1902 PR 64. A deep mirror, no-contrast proof with 
light color on the reverse. 

5129 NGC 1910 PR 63. Deep multi-colored toning with strong 
mirrored fields. 

5130 NGC 1911 PR 64. Deeply toned but matched in depth by the 
highly reflective mirrors in the proof fields. 

5131 NGC 1913 PR 66. The surfaces of this lovely proof 
appear to be flawless and they are covered with a 
multi-colored iridescent toning that is difficult to describe 
but is splattered over both sides in a bright mottling of 
color. The fields are deeply reflective and provide a 
backlight effect for the toning, enlivening and enrichening it 
even more. A terrific looking coin and one that would be 
suitable for the finest proof type set. 

5132 NGC 1914 PR 65. Deep rainbow iridescent toning over 
both sides with strongly reflective mirrors in the fields. 
Sharp looking coin and one toning enthusiasts will 
appreciate. 


MERCURY DIMES 

5133 PCGS 1916 MS 65 Full Bands. Lustrous and lightly toned. 

5134 ANACS 1916 MS 65 Full Split Bands. Toned throughout but 
deeply so around the devices and edges. A nice, original coin. 

5135 NGC 1920 MS 65 Full Bands. Apparently coins lay on either 
side of this piece for many years and prevented some of each 
side from toning. However, where not covered there are 
deep layers of toning. An interesting coin with strong 
underlying luster as well. 

5136 NGC 1927 MS 65 Full Bands. Lovely, deep multi-colored 
toning. 

5137 PCGS 1927-S MS 64 Full Bands. A lovely coin with a thin 
layer of color over both sides that has a translucent quality 
when tilted just so. This is a fine looking piece that is at the 
upper end of MS 64. The thick satiny luster is interrupted 
only by a small contact mark on the highpoint of the cheek, 
this apparently being the only feature that keeps it from the 
gem category. An affordable, yet attractive, specimen of this 
scarce issue. Only 6 other coins have been so graded 
according to the November Population Report. 

5138 PCGS 1928-S MS 65. Lightly toned with excellent luster 
characteristics. Very sharp partial bands that are quite 
close to being fully split. One of only 21 gems to have been 
graded by PCGS. 

5139 PCGS 1929-S MS 66 Full Bands. Attractive, light toning 
with superb, virtually flawless surfaces. One of only 16 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5140 PCGS 1930-S MS 66. Dazzling, brilliant surfaces with 
excellent luster characteristics. Partially split bands. 

5141 PCGS 1930-S MS 65 Full Bands. Clean devices with Ml 
mint bloom except for an occasional fleck of peripheral 
color. A lovely example of this scarce, low mintage issue. 

5142 PCGS 1930-S MS 65 Full Bands. Superb satiny luster with a 
few tiny mark on the fasces on the reverse. 

5143 PCGS 1930-S MS 66 Full Bands. With an original mintage 
of only 1.8 million pieces the 1930-S has long been 
recognized as a better date in this long and challenging 
series. AU coins are quite plentiful, suggesting that they 
were recognized as better coins early on and pulled from 
circulation. However, gem and superb pieces are quite 
scarce with the several pieces offered in this auction being 
the largest number we can remember having seen. This coin 
is brilliant and shows the usual thick satiny luster common 
to the issue and the surfaces are pristine, showing no 
contact marks to the unaided eye. 

5144 PCGS 1930-S MS 66 Full Bands. Brilliant and problem-free 
with coruscating mint luster. One of only 17 pieces to have 
been so graded by PCGS according to the November 
Population Report. 

5145 PCGS 1936 MS 65, peripherally toned; 1943-S MS 65; 1944 
MS 65; 1944-S MS 65; 1945-D MS 65; and a 1945-S MS 65. 
(Total: 6 coins) 

5146 PCGS 1936-D MS 66 Full Bands. Brilliant and quite scarce 
in the higher grades of mint state. 

5147 PCGS 1937 MS 66 Full Bands. Blazing luster. 

5148 PCGS 1939; 1941-S; 1942-D; 1944; and a 1945-D. All grade 
MS 66 and are either brilliant or lightly toned. (Total: 5 
coins) 

5149 PCGS 1940; 1941; 1941-D, lightly toned; 1942; 1943-S; 

1944; 1944-S, some light color; 1945-D; and a 1945-S. All are 
MS 65 coins and brilliant except where noted. (Total: 9 
coins) 
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5150 PCGS 1940; 1941-D; 1941-S; 1942; 1942-D; 1943; 1943-D; 
1944-D; 1944-S; and a 1945-D. All grade MS 64 Full Bands 
and most are untoned. A good start to a short set of Mercs. 
(Total: 10 coins) 

5151 PCGS 1940; 1941-D; and a 1942-D. All grade MS 66 Full 
Bands and show superb luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

5152 PCGS 1940, lightly toned on both sides; 1941-D; and a 
1942-D. All are MS 66 Full Band pieces. (Total: 3 coins) 

5153 PCGS 1941; 1942. light golden color; 1942-D. scattered 
toning; 1943-D; 1943-S, pale obverse color; 1944-D, nicely 
toned; and a 1944-S. All grade MS 64 Full Bands. (Total: 7 
coins) 

5154 PCGS 1941-D; 1942, light obverse toning; 1942-S. 
semi-prooflike obverse; 1943-D; and a 1943-S. All pieces 
grade MS 66. (Total: 5 coins) 

5155 PCGS 1941-D; 1942; 1943; 1943-D; 1944-D; and a 1945-D. 
All the pieces are MS 65 Full Bands, a nice starter set of 
gem Mercuries. All are either brilliant or have very light 
monochromatic color. (Total: 6 coins) 

5156 NGC 1943-S MS 67. The surfaces are seemingly flawless 
and covered with a dusting of light color that is quite 
attractive. 

5157 PCGS 1945-S Micro S MS 65. Lightly toned. 

5158 PCGS 1940 PR 66. Original surfaces that seem to be 
untouched by contact with other coins. The hazy gray 
patina has a strong underlying iridescence that enlivens the 
surfaces considerably. 


ROOSEVELT DIMES 

5159 AN ACS 1951-S MS 67. Thick mint luster with deep golden 
peripheral toning. A superb example of this scarce key date 
issue. 

5160 ANACS 1960 PR 66. Doubled Die Obverse. Listed in Breen’s 
Encyclopedia as "Ex. Rare." Three coins have been 
auctioned in the last two years, all realizing prices in the 
$350-450 range. Brilliant. 


TWENTY-CENT PIECES 

5161 NGC 1875-S MS 63. A very attractive coin for the grade. 
This twenty-cent piece has several prominent features 
including a strong strike and attractive color, but perhaps 
the most unusual and appealing feature are the bright, 
semi-prooflike fields on each side. They give the coin a 
vibrant, flashy look that is hard to resist. Re punched 
mintmark. 

5162 NGC 1875-S MS 64. A splendid type coin that is highly 
lustrous and covered with a light layer of golden-rose toning 
over both sides. Well struck with little to keep it from being 
termed "fully struck." Repunched mintmark. 


EARLY QUARTER 

5163 PCGS 1834 MS 63. One of the more frequently 
encountered dates among Small Size Bust quarters. 
However, this is not a common coin by any stretch of the 
imagination. Only 14 pieces have been certified in MS 63 
with 13 finer. Well struck throughout with complete radials 
to the stars, there a bit of light color over both sides with 
the lower reverse being somewhat deeper in hue. A lustrous 
and attractive coin with only the slightest abrasions in 
evidence. 


LIBERTY SEATED QUARTERS 

5164 PCGS 1882 MS 66. In 1882 while the various mints 
throughout the country continued to crank out millions 
upon millions of tmwanted and unneeded silver dollars, 
other denominations were struck in very limited quantities; 
not that there wasn’t a need for them but because of the 
legal requirements to produce more silver dollars under the 
provisions of the Bland-Allison Act. In 1882 only 15,200 
quarter dollars were struck. Very few circulated but a small 
number were saved in mint condition as the general public 
was beginning to catch on to the correlation between a low 
mintage and the possibility that a coin might be sold some 
day for more than its face value. PCGS has certified 14 
coins of this date in MS 66 with 5 finer (all MS 67). This 
piece is light in color, almost brilliant, with superb mint 
frost and is well struck in the centers but shows slight 
peripheral softness on the stars. The surfaces overall are 
pristine with virtually no abrasions anywhere. A lovely 
example of this scarce, low mintage issue. 

5165 NGC 1883 PR 64. As with almost all the quarter and half 
dollar issues of the 1880s, proofs are an affordable and 
obtainable alternative to the scarce, low mintage business 
strikes. Only 8,000 business strikes were made in 1883 but 
proofs can be located without too much difficulty (in fact 
there are two in this auction). This piece has excellent 
depth of reflectivity in the Fields and there is a deep royal 
blue toning on both sides as well as portions of the surfaces 
that have taken on a gray, olive, or reddish hue. 

5166 NGC 1883 PR 64. The obverse is primarily a deep blue while 
the reverse is toned a steely-grav. Good depth of mirrors on 
each side and an attractive, original example of this better 
date proof (made so by the scarcity of business strikes). 

5167 NGC 1886 PR 63. Deep golden-rose toning over both sides 
with small portions of blue at the edges. The reverse is 
especially deeply mirrored. A nice coin overall for the grade. 

5168 PCGS 1889 PR 63. Untoned and lightly hairlined with a 
sharp cameo contrast. 

5169 PCGS 1891 PR 63. Deep gray, red, and blue toning over 
both sides. 


BARBER QUARTERS 

5170 PCGS 1892 MS 66. Superb, frosted mint luster with 
attractive golden-brown centers that are framed by a ring of 
blue at the edges. Excellent eye appeal on this popular first 
year of issue. 

5171 PCGS 1899-0 MS 63. Showing some striking weakness as 
would be expected from this date, but altogether a pleasing 
coin with clean surfaces and light pearlescent color. Trends 
$850. 

5172 PCGS 1908 MS 64. A must-see coin. Which is more 
attractive? The lilac-rose toning or the booming mint luster? 
It’s hard to say, but we can say this is a very attractive, 
high-end coin that should bring a strong price. 

5173 ANACS 1909 PR 63. Dazzling, deeply reflective proof 
mirrors with a hint of light golden color at the edges. 


STANDING LIBERTY QUARTERS 

5174 PCGS 1916 MS 62. Being light in color with good mint 
luster, this is one of the more attractive 1916 quarters we 
have seen in this grade. There are few obvious marks that 
one can see with the unaided eye, but of course, close 
examination reveals a few abrasions that might otherwise 
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go unnoticed. The overall "look" of the coin, though, is of a 
piece that grades considerably higher. Well struck 
throughout, this is a pleasing example of this rare, low 
mintage, key date quarter. 

5175 NGC 1917 Type One MS 64. Matte-like surfaces with 
attractive, original toning that deepens toward the edges. 

5176 PCGS 1917-D Type One MS 65 Full Head. Fully 
struck in all areas with crisp folds in the gown and all 
breast feathers on the eagle complete. An originally toned 
coin with medium gray toning overall that deepens toward 
the margins. 

5177 PCGS 1917-D Type Two MS 64. Lustrous and untoned but 
held back from a higher grade by a softness of strike. 

5178 PCGS 1918 MS 64. Well struck with good luster. 

5179 PCGS 1919 MS 64. Originally and attractively toned with a 
very sharp strike in all areas, being very nearly complete 
even in the head area. 

5180 ANACS 1919-D VF 30. An original example of this scarce 
early quarter. Trends $155 in VF 20. 

5181 ANACS 1919-S Fine 12. Light in color and well worn on the 
date but the final 9 shows plainly. Trends $90. 

5182 PCGS 1923 MS 64. Excellent luster beneath the gray and 
pink toning. A nice coin for the grade. 

5183 ANACS 1923-S Fine 12. A perfect coin for the grade with 
original surfaces and no unsightly marks. Trends $165. 

5184 PCGS 1924-D MS 65. Bright lustrous surfaces that show 
just the lightest trace of color over each side. 

5185 ANACS 1927-S VF 20. A clean, original coin with attractive 
light color. Trends $140. 

5186 PCGS 1929-S MS 64 Full Head. An exquisite Standing 
Liberty quarter that has bright mint luster with a layer of 
golden-rose toning over both sides. There are no visible 
marks on the devices. 

5187 PCGS 1930 MS 62. Lightly toned. 


WASHINGTON QUARTERS 

5188 PCGS 1932 MS 65. A highly lustrous first year of issue. 

5189 PCGS 1932-D MS 63. Lightly toned around the edge of the 
obverse, there are myriad die polishing marks on each side 
that add brightness to the fields. Only a few trivial marks 
keep this coin from grading higher. 

5190 PCGS 1932-S MS 64. A clean, problem-free example of this 
scarce, key date issue that is well struck and shows only the 
lightest trace of color over each side. 

5191 NGC 1932-S MS 64. Dazzling mint luster shows beneath the 
variegated deep golden-gray patina seen on each side. A 
sharply struck coin with absolute minimal marks and a 
totally original example of this scarce, key date issue. 

5192 PCGS 1934 MS 65. Highly lustrous with light color. 

5193 PCGS 1935-D MS 64. Lustrous with light, even toning. 

5194 PCGS 1936 MS 64; and a 1937 MS 64, the former displaying 
a splash of milky toning and the latter brilliant. (Total: 2 
coins) 

5195 PCGS 1936-S MS 65. Brilliant with striated obverse fields. 

5196 PCGS 1936-S MS 65. Dazzling mint brilliance. 


5197 PCGS 1936-S MS 65. Well struck and brilliant. 

5198 PCGS 1936-S MS 66. Superb, virtually unmarked surfaces 
with silky luster. 

5199 PCGS 1938 MS 65. Pale golden color with top quality luster. 

5200 PCGS 1938-S MS 65. Superb luster with a few light marks. 

5201 PCGS 1939-D MS 65. Untoned. 

5202 PCGS 1939-S MS 65. Brilliant with a few small facial 
marks. 

5203 PCGS 1940-D MS 65. A untoned, problem-free example of 
this scarcer date. 


EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

5204 PCGS 1795 Good 4. 0-106, R.6. An important coin for the 
specialist in this highly collected and interesting series. The 
0-106 is the only 1795 half with a 9-10 berry arrangement. 
Apparently struck in the terminal stage of the die, the 
reverse die crack on this piece is especially pronounced with 
certain portions of the design above the crack missing 
altogether. Original surfaces with light gray color and 
showing a few marks on the obverse. 

5205 ANACS 1808 Fine 15. O-102a, R.2. Light gray color, 
somewhat deeper in the protected areas. 

5206 ANACS 1809 Fine 15. The eagle’s left wing shows 
considerable wear, otherwise much of the high point 
definition remains. Medium gray surfaces. 

5207 ANACS 1823 EF 40. Normal 3. Evenly struck and worn, 
with a light golden toning about the obverse devices and a 
hazy gray reverse. 

5208 ANACS 1824 EF 40. 0-110. The so-called overdate, with 4 
over a recut 4. Steel-gray in color with a faint scratch in the 
left obverse field. 

5209 ANACS 1824 EF 45. A trifle weak in the centers, with 
attractive peripheral toning most evident on the obverse. 

5210 PCGS 1828 MS 62. Sharply struck with even gray-lilac 
toning. Much cleaner than most coins in this grade. 

5211 ANACS 1829 EF 40. A pleasing example, well struck and 
displaying colorful iridescent overtones. 

5212 PCGS 1834 MS 64. A wholly original, near gem layered in 
a blend of gray and russet toning, with traces of sea-green 
visible about the stars and date. Not overly scarce as a date, 
but any Bust half dollar in this condition and with this 
much eye appeal is a sought-after item. 


LIBERTY SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

5213 PCGS 1860-0 MS 65. 1860 was the final full year of 
production by the New Orleans mint before the Civil War. 
Some 1.2 million half dollars were struck and in the lower 
grades of mint state the 1860-0 is one of the more available 
No Motto halves. However, in gem condition they are very 
rare. PCGS has only certified one other coin as MS 65 while 
NGC has graded five. This coin is fully defined in the 
centers and also shows strong peripheral detail as well. 
Highly lustrous, the obverse is covered with a delicate 
overlay of subtle iridescence while the reverse has more of a 
light gray patina. This is a coin of great visual appeal and 
one that is sure to be of interest to the specialist as well as 
the type collector. 

5214 PCGS 1876 MS 62. Deeply toned reverse. The obverse is 
frosty and shows light golden-gray toning, deepening at the 
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edges. Popular centennial year issue. 

5215 NGC 1890 MS 64. Light golden toning frames prooflike 
surfaces. The last of the popular low-mintage date run 
which began in 1879. 

5216 NGC 1869 PR 64. One of only 600 proofs struck 122 
years ago. This is surely one of the better survivors with 
attractive reddish tinged toning in the centers that is 
framed by a subtle blue around the edges. A problem-free 
coin that shows no signs of contact to the unaided eye. NGC 
has only certified 14 other coins in this grade while PCGS 
has graded 25. 

5217 NGC 1880 PR 64. The deep multi-colored toning is 
evenly matched from side to side and tends to obscure any 
superficial flaws the coin may have. At first glance this coin 
appears to be one of the rarer prooflike business strikes. 
This impression is further reinforced by a slight softness of 
strike noted on the eagle and shallow mirroring in the 
fields. An interesting coin and one that specialists will 
appreciate viewing. 

5218 PCGS 1882 PR 63. While the fields show a few light 
hairlines, these are more than compensated for by the deep 
mirrorlike reflectivity in the fields and thick mint luster on 
the devices. 


BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

5219 NGC 1897 MS 62. Deep lavender toning with good 
underlying luster. 

5220 PCGS 1900 MS 65. Both sides display terrific color, 
ranging from lilac to golden-orange. A solitary milling mark 
is noticed on Liberty’s cheek, the only visible flaw on this 
otherwise near-perfect Barber half dollar. 

5221 NGC 1909 MS 63. Well struck with excellent luster that 
shows through the evengray patina. Sharp coin, too bad it 
has a few tiny marks; otherwise it would surely grade 
higher. 

5222 NGC 1909 MS 64. A well struck coin that is toned a deep 
gray over both sides. Yet, this depth of color does not 
obscure or subdue the intense mint luster that lays beneath. 
An attractive toned Barber half. 

5223 PCGS 1897 PR 64. The fields retain their mirrorlike flash 
and are quite dazzling when held beneath a light, but 
outside a proper light source one tends to notice the 
somewhat subdued lavender colored centers and deep olive 
green at the edges. 

5224 NGC 1910 PR 64. Deeply mirrored fields with an overlay of 
bright multi-colored iridescent toning. 

5225 PCGS 1915 PR 64. Blue and violet iridescence in the 
protected areas. This deeply mirrored example is one of just 
450 proofs struck, which, coupled with the date’s low 
business strike mintage, should realize a premium over the 
more common date proofs of the series. 


WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 

5226 NGC 1917 MS 64. A very appealing early Walker that is 
fully struck and very light in color with just a bit of 
golden-rose and blue patina seen on either side. The 
surfaces are clean and highly lustrous with a fine, granular 
texture. 

5227 NGC 1917-D Obverse MS 63. An original coin with sharply 
struck features that has a well matched layer of golden-gray 
toning over both sides that deepens around the devices and 
edges to an almost charcoal outline. 


5228 PCGS 1918-S MS 63. An attractive and originally toned 

example of this so-called "common" early Walker. Especially 
well struck on the obverse with strong head detail; showing 
only minor weakness in the center of the eagle’s breast. 

5229 PCGS 1920-D MS 63. Wholly original surfaces, 
silvery-gray in the centers with deeper specks of russet and 
brown scattered about the peripheries. Well struck, save for 
minor flatness on Liberty’s head. An extremely difficult 
early Walker, scarce in all mint state grades. 

5230 PCGS 1927-S MS 63. Slight flatness in the centers, but the 
surfaces are fully original and quite free of noticeable 
abrasions. Scarce. 

5231 PCGS 1927-S MS 64. Above average strike for the issue 
with almost complete head detail, and while stronger than 
most, still showing some softness on the hand, skirt lines, 
and center of the eagle’s breast. Both sides are toned in 
shades of iridescent golden-olive, icy-blue, russet, and gray. 

A premium coin for the grade with good eye appeal. 

5232 PCGS 1929-D MS 64. The fully struck obverse displays a 
uniform milky finish while the reverse is brighter and more 
lustrous. 

5233 PCGS 1935 MS 66. Mostly brilliant with an occasional fleck 
of color on the obverse. Superb surfaces overall. 

5234 PCGS 1936 MS 65. Creamy mint luster with a dash of 
golden color across the obverse. 

5235 PCGS 1936-D MS 64. Deep, original toning with a full 
strike. 

5236 NGC 1937-S MS 64. Lustrous and originally toned; just held 
back from the gem grade by a scrape on the head of Liberty. 

5237 PCGS 1938 MS 64. Attractive iridescent color and a full 
strike. 

5238 PCGS 1941-D MS 65. Full mint bloom and a complete 
strike. 

5239 PCGS 1941-S MS 64. Brilliant with clean surfaces but only 
an average strike. 

5240 PCGS 1942-D MS 66. Superb! 

5241 PCGS 1942-S MS 64. Dazzling mint luster with the usual 
softness in the centers. 

5242 PCGS 1943 MS 64. Toned obverse. 

5243 PCGS 1943-D MS 65. Good luster with a few scattered 
marks. 

5244 PCGS 1943-D MS 65. Fully struck and brilliant. 

5245 PCGS 1943-S MS 64. Slightly above average strike. 

5246 PCGS 1944 MS 64. Spectacular iridescent toning. 

5247 PCGS 1944-D MS 65. Brilliant. 

5248 PCGS 1944-S MS 64. Well struck for the issue with 
complete detail on the head. 

5249 PCGS 1944-S MS 64. Sharply struck with light peripheral 
color. 

5250 NGC 1945-S MS 65. Richly toned in shades of bluish-green 
and rose-gold, taking on a more mottled appearance on the 
reverse. 

5251 PCGS 1946-D MS 65. Sharply struck with attractive 
golden-reddish toning. 

5252 PCGS 1946-D MS 65. Spectacular, multi-colored, 
end-of-the-roll toning on the obverse paired with a brilliant 
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reverse. Neat looking coin. 

5253 PCGS 1946-D MS 65. Frosty with scattered light golden 
color. 

5254 ANACS 1946-S MS 64. Toned on both sides with rainbow 
colors on the reverse. Well struck for an S-mint. 

5255 PCGS 1947 MS 64. Deeply toned. 

5256 PCGS 1947 MS 64. Fully struck and iridescently toned. A 
high-end 64 coin. 

5257 PCGS 1937 PR 65. Lightly toned. An attractive example of 
this scarce early proof. 

5258 PCGS 1939 PR 66. A hazy layer of lemon patina is draped 
over both sides with considerable underlying colors that 
become evident when held beneath a light. The deep proof 
mirrors are unaffected by this color scheme and flash 
forcefully through the toning. A totally original coin and a 
coin sure to be of great interest to collectors in this always 
popular series.

5259 ANACS 1948 Doubled Die Reverse MS 62; and a 1948-D 
Doubled Die Reverse MS 62. Both are untoned. (Total: 2 


5260 ANACS 1948 Doubled Die Reverse MS 63. two pieces, both 
are brilliant. (Total: 2 coins) 

5261 ANACS 1948 MS 63; and a 1948 Doubled Die Reverse-this 
coin is ungraded but labeled as gentune-we grade it AU 55 
with a prominent scratch in the left obverse field. (Total: 2 
coins) 

5262 PCGS 1948 MS 65. Brilliant. 

5263 PCGS 1948 MS 65. Bright, dazzling mint luster. 

5264 PCGS 1948 MS 65. A brilliant coin with lightly striated 
fields. 

5265 PCGS 1955; 1956; 1957; 1958; and a 1958-D. The coins all 
grade MS 65 and are toned to varying degrees and appear to 
have come from Mint sets. (Total: 5 coins) 

5266 PCGS 1956; 1957; 1957-D; 1958, and a 1958-D. All are MS 
65 and have Mint set toning. (Total: 5 coins) 

5267 NGC 1960 MS 65. Brilliant and highly lustrous; lacking the 
usually numerous bagmarks seen on most Franklins. 

5268 ANACS 1959 PR 67. Brilliant; a seemingly flawless coin. 

5269 PCGS 1960; 1961; 1962; and a 1963. All grade PR 64 and 
are brilliant pieces. (Total: 4 coins) 

5270 PCGS 1960; 1961; 1962, cameo obverse; and a 1963. AU are 
PR 65 coins and briUiant. (Total: 4 coins) 

5271 PCGS 1960, cameoed obverse; 1961; 1962; and a 1963. AU 
are briUiant and grade PR 66. A flashy group of proof 
halves. (Total: 4 coins) 

5272 PCGS 1960, cameo obverse; 1961; 1962; and a 1963. AU are 
briUiant and certified as PR 66. (Total: 4 coins) 


LIBERTY SEATED DOLLARS 

5273 PCGS 1846-0 XF 45. Deep iridescent toning with a few 
barely noticeable handling marks. 

5274 PCGS 1872 XF 45. Untoned with good details and a few 


light abrasions on each side. 


TRADE DOLLARS 

5275 NGC 1876 MS 61. Deep, original toning and showing a few 
small abrasions as would be expected from a coin of this 

5276 NGC 1881 PR 64. A flashy proof Trade doUar that is 
mostly briUiant and shows a light cameo contrast on each 
side. The eye appeal is very strong and the surfaces only 
show the slightest disturbances; only a few wispy hairlines 
in the fields and a couple of smaU contact marks by star 11 
keep this piece from the gem category. 

5277 PCGS 1882 PR 63. Both sides are covered with an 
iridescent rainbow toning equal in depth and intensity to 
the depth of mirrored reflectivity in the fields. A scarce 
proof only date with an original output of only 1,097 pieces; 
of which only 64 coins have been certified as PR 63. 

5278 PCGS 1882 PR 64. Although toned in deeper shades of 
gray and blue with a touch of reddish undertone, the fields 
still show a surprising depth and clarity of reflectivity. An 
attractive example of this popular and scarce 19th century 
type coin.

5279 NGC 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 62 Prooflike. FuU 

5280 PCGS 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 63 Deep Mirror 
Prooflike. Cameoed and fuUy struck. 

5281 PCGS 1878 7TF Reverse of 1878 MS 64 Prooflike. BriUiant 
with a noticeable cameo contrast. 

5282 ANACS 1878-CC MS 62. Untoned. 

5283 ANACS 1878-S MS 63. Prooflike on the obverse. 

5284 PCGS 1878-S MS 64. BeautifuUy toned obverse. 

5285 PCGS 1878-S MS 64. Lovely obverse toning. 

5286 PCGS 1878-S MS 64. Deep variegated toning on the obverse 
only. 

5287 PCGS 1879 MS 64. BriUiant with exceUent luster. 

5288 PCGS 1879 MS 64. BriUiant. 

5289 NGC 1879 MS 64. BriUiant. 

5290 PCGS 1879-0 MS 64. Lustrous. 

5291 PCGS 1879-S MS 64. Nicely toned. 

5292 ANACS 1880/79-CC Reverse of 1878 MS 63. A highly 
lustrous example of this scarce variety whose reverse grades 
a fuU point higher than the obverse. 

5293 ANACS 1880/79-CC Reverse of 1878 MS 64. VAM-4. 
Untoned with refreshingly clean surfaces, much freer from 
marks than most CC dollars in this grade. 

5294 ANACS 1880-0 MS 62. 

5295 PCGS 1880-0 MS 63. FuUy struck with booming mint 
luster. 

5296 PCGS 1880-S MS 64. Deeply toned on the obverse, less so 
on the reverse. 

5297 ANACS 1881-S MS 63, two pieces, one with a couple of 
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obverse spots of toning; 1886 MS 64; and a 1902-0 MS 63 
Prooflike. (Total: 4 coins) 

5298 PCGS 1881-S MS 64. Deep maroon and olive toning. 

5299 ANACS 1881-S MS 64, two pieces, both are brilliant and 
fully struck. (Total: 2 coins) 

5300 ANACS 1881-S MS 64, three pieces, two of which show very 
light color. (Total: 3 coins) 

5301 ANACS 1881-S MS 64, three pieces, a uniform group with 
br illian t surfaces and full strikes. (Total: 3 coins) 

5302 PCGS 1881-S MS 65. Bright golden-yellow and rose toning 
on the obverse. 

5303 PCGS 1881-S MS 65. Lustrous and fully struck. 

5304 NGC 1881-S MS 65. The deep gray, blue, and brown toning 
is backlighted by the bright, flashy luster this issue is so 
well known for. 

5305 ANACS 1881-S MS 65. Fully struck with bright, flashy mint 
luster. 

5306 NGC 1882 MS 64. Excellent luster with deep iridescent 
toning. 

5307 PCGS 1882-CC MS 64. Superb mint frost. 

5308 PCGS 1882-S MS 66. A one-sided prooflike with dazzling 
br illian t, surfaces. Clean and fully struck, a very appealing 
type coin. 

5309 PCGS 1882-S MS 66. Like the coin above, another one-sided 
prooflike. The obverse fields are deeply mirrored and the 
head of Liberty is clean and heavily frosted. 

5310 PCGS 1883-CC MS 64. Fully struck with bright mint luster. 

5311 PCGS 1883-0 MS 65. Generally untoned with 
semi-prooflike fields. 

5312 PCGS 1884 MS 65. Basically a brilliant coin with light 
spotty toning. A very difficult coin to find in this high state 
of preservation. 

5313 PCGS 1884-CC MS 65. Brilliant with superb mint luster 
and complete, pinpoint striking details. 

5314 PCGS 1884-CC MS 65. A pleasing brilliant example of this 
popular issue. 

5315 PCGS 1884-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. An 
outstanding white on black cameo prooflike with 
unfathomably deep mirrors in the fields. 

5316 PCGS 1885 MS 65. Clean surfaces and brilliant throughout 
except for a wide crescent of deep iridescence on the lower 
left portion of the obverse. 

5317 PCGS 1885-CC MS 66. A real blazer with intense mint 
frost that is essentially uninterrupted by the bagging marks 
that are usually so prevalent on CC dollars. The fields have 
a semi-prooflikeness and overall this is a very handsome CC 
dollar and an excellent example of this popular, low mintage 
issue. 

5318 PCGS 1885-S MS 64. An especially attractive example of 
this scarce Redfield date. Most 1885-S dollars are heavily 
abraded but this piece has smooth, virtually unblemished 
features. The luster is very pronounced and has a coating of 
light rose tinted patina. The strike is the only deficient area 
on this coin, there is just a bit of weakness over the ear and 
the breast feathers are somewhat soft. 

5319 NGC 1885-S MS 64. A lustrous example of this scarcer 
Redfield date that has taken on a speckled red and gray 
patina. Quite an attractive coin and one that is minimally 


abraded for the issue. 

5320 PCGS 1886 MS 66. Brilliant with an unblemished cheek on 
Liberty. 

5321 PCGS 1886 MS 66. Fully struck and brilliant with thick 
satiny luster. 

5322 PCGS 1886 MS 66. With several of the common dates 
having populations in the thousands, this appears to be a 
good value at todays levels with only 714 made as of the 
November population report. 

5323 PCGS 1887-0 MS 64. A clean example of this scarce issue 
with attractive, lustrous surfaces. While a bit soft in the 
centers, detailing on this coin is definitely above average for 
the issue; the peripheral details are strong as usual. Lightly 
toned. 

5324 ANACS 1888-S MS 61. Fully lustrous but showing a few 
marks on each side. 

5325 PCGS 1889 MS 65. Fully struck and scarce as such with 
bright satiny surfaces. 

5326 PCGS 1889-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. Any 

offering in the marketplace of an 1889-CC in MS 63 is a 
special event for dollar collectors. The appearance of one 
with deeply mirrored fields adds even more significance. But 
the appearance of TWO in the same auction is 
unprecedented! Both coins offered here are cameoed and 
much more attractive than one might think an MS 63 could 
be. This piece is brilliant and minimally marked with only 
the slightest abrasions noted in the deep, watery fields or on 
the devices. The reverse is especially clean and would surely 
grade a full point higher than the obverse. One of only 10 
pieces to have been so graded by PCGS. 

5327 NGC 1889-CC MS 63 Deep Mirror Prooflike. This 
second example of this rare date has fields that are perhaps 
just a bit deeper than the PCGS coin. The strike is very 
sharply defined and the cameo effect is stark with bright 
frosty luster on the devices. This piece differs from the 
above coin by having a few more tiny abrasions (but still 
minimally marked ) and a thin layer of golden-rose color over 
both sides. A special coin and one that is sure to be of 
interest to the many collectors of this series. This is the only 
DMPL certified by NGC in this grade and it is also the 
finest graded by that service. 

5328 ANACS 1890 MS 63. Nicely toned. 

5329 ANACS 1890-CC MS 62. Deeply toned on the obverse, less 
so on the reverse. Fully struck. 

5330 PCGS 1890-0 MS 64. A brilliant coin with above average 
striking details. There are two hits on the eagle’s breast. 

5331 PCGS 1890-S MS 63. Sharply struck and brilliant with only 
a few small, scattered abrasions. 

5332 PCGS 1892-CC MS 64. Sharply struck with superb mint 
luster, this piece has minimal abrasions for the issue and is 
lightly toned. A scarce CC date. 

5333 PCGS 1892-CC MS 64. A high end example of this very 
popular date. 

5334 NGC 1893 MS 64. With the price declines that we’ve seen in 
recent months many issues have had their values fall out of 
sync with reality. One of the best examples of this are the 
truly scarce and rare date dollars of the 1890s. When the 
market returns to its proper order, these better date dollars 
will also return to their proper position of value. 

5335 ANACS 1897 MS 63 Prooflike. Clean devices with good 
depth of reflectivity in the fields. 

5336 NGC 1897 MS 64. Thick, coruscant luster that cannot be 
subdued by the deep multi-colored toning over both sides. 
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5337 NGC 1897 MS 64. Well struck with some toning on both 

5338 ANACS 1897-0 MS 61. Satiny and fairly well struck for this 
difficult date, with just a touch of obverse toning. 

5339 PCGS 1897-S MS 63. Pearl-gray surfaces with a few 
scattered marks as indicated by the grade. 

5340 PCGS 1897-S MS 64. Untoned silvery-gray surfaces that are 
highly lustrous with no objectionable marks on the central 
devices. 

5341 PCGS 1897-S MS 64. The obverse of this lightly toned 
example is strictly gem quality, but a faint scratch on the 
eagle’s breast precludes a 65 rating. 

5342 PCGS 1897-S MS 65. Brilliant with the strong luster this 
issue is known for. A much scarcer issue that is usually not 
available in gem condition. 

5343 PCGS 1898-0 MS 65. Beautiful, untoned satiny surfaces. 

5344 NGC 1898-S MS 64. Excellent luster and well struck 
(especially on the reverse) with an attractive overlay of 
bright cinnamon colored toning over both sides. A premium 
example of this scarce date. 

5345 NGC 1899-S MS 64. Dazzling cartwheel brilliance, with a 
thin band of golden toning about the denticles. 

5346 ANACS 1900-0/CC MS 60. Drab obverse toning. The 
reverse is much cleaner and more pleasing in appearance. 

5347 ANACS 1900-0/CC MS 63. Untoned with excellent luster 
and showing an especially sharp CC mintmark underneath 
the O. 

5348 PCGS 1900-S MS 62. Brilliant with a few scuffs on each 

5349 NGC 1900-S MS 62. Fully lustrous but soft in the centers 
with roller marks seen over the highpoints of both sides. 

5350 PCGS 1900-S MS 64. Excellent luster and lightly toned; the 
only detracting feature on the coin being a few light roller 
marks in the center of the obverse. 

5351 NGC 1901-S MS 63. A clean coin with excellent luster, but 
like the 1900-S above, it shows a few roller marks in the 
centers of both sides. 

5352 PCGS 1901-S MS 64. A brilliant coin with the usual 
booming mint frost one expects to see on this issue. The face 
of Liberty is devoid of contact marks, and the strike is soft 
in the centers as normally seen. 

5353 PCGS 1902 MS 64. Lightly toned with satiny luster. 

5354 PCGS 1902 MS 65. Quite clean with only a suggestion of 
milky toning. Luster is typically satiny and the strike is 
average or better. 

5355 PCGS 1902 MS 65. Original yellow-gold toning frames the 
obverse, shading to a deeper golden-orange hue across the 
reverse. Very well defined for this often poorly struck issue. 

5356 PCGS 1902-0 MS 64 Prooflike. A no-contrast prooflike with 
a touch of striking weakness in the centers. 

5357 NGC 1902-S MS 62. Lustrous with bright pink and lilac 
toning. 

5358 ANACS 1903 MS 65. Bright satiny luster with an especially 
sharp strike. 

5359 PCGS 1903 MS 65. The obverse is fully brilliant while milky 
golden-brown toning covers the reverse. Better date 
Philadelphia issues such as the 1903 are selling for only a 


fraction of last year’s prices. 

5360 ANACS 1903 MS 65. Sharply struck and brilliant with 
attractive satiny luster. 

5361 PCGS 1904 MS 64. A clean, upper-end 64 coin with satiny 
luster and a decent strike for a coin struck from the C4 
reverse die. 

5362 PCGS 1904 MS 65. Both sides of this original gem are 
toned in a blend of blue-green, burnt-orange and 
pinkish-gray toning which is most colorful about the 
borders. A high grade example of this tough date and a great 
coin for the lover of beautifully toned coins. 

5363 PCGS 1904-S MS 64. For the collector this piece offers 

a great dead of eye appeal; from the thick satiny luster (not 
usually seen on 1904-S dollars) to the smooth, almost 
unblemished devices (also atypical for the issue) this coin is 
definitely at the high end of MS 64 coins. The only 
detracting feature are a few light roller marks in the center 
of the obverse. One of only 121 coins to have been so graded 
by PCGS. 

5364 ANACS 1921-D MS 64. Frosty white obverse. The reverse is 
toned in splendid multocolored hues. 

5365 ANACS 1921-D MS 64. Light to moderate golden-gray 
toning blankets either side. 

5366 PCGS 1921-D MS 65. Thick satiny luster under golden 
toning. Both the strike and surface quality are far superior 
to the typical 1921-D Morgan. 


PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 

5367 NGC 1879 PR 62. The deep, hazy blue and gray toning 
tends to obscure any surface marks but unfortunately also 
subdues the flash of the proof surfaces as well. 

5368 NGC 1892PR61. Deeply toned but if the coin is tilted just 
so beneath a fight the proof mirrors still flash through to 
the viewer. The strike is not full as seen on proofs from 
later years but typical for this year. 

5369 NGC 1894 PR 65. The 1894 proof dollar has always 
commanded a premium over other dates because of the 
scarcity of high grade business strikes. Coincidentally, it is 
also one of the best produced of all proof dollars with coins 
of this year breaking with the weak strike tradition of 
previous years. This piece has spectacular multi-colored 
toning over both sides and is very deeply mirrored with 
smooth, problem-free surfaces. One of 17 pieces certified by 
NGC with PCGS having graded 21. 

5370 NGC 1897 PR 61. The hazy gray-lilac toning conceals a few 
light hairlines, but the surfaces are otherwise devoid of 
contact marks. An affordable proof Morgan. 

5371 NGC 1897 PR 61. Moderately toned with plenty of flash 
evident from the proof mirrors in the fields. 

5372 PCGS 1897 PR 64. This is an especially nice proof dollar 
that deserves close scrutiny by prospective bidders. While 
the coin has a few minor surface flaws, the surfaces have a 
haziness one associates with uncleaned proofs, a haziness 
seen on original, untampered proofs broken out of proof sets 
from the 1930s or early ’40s. When closely examined one 
notices that there are no hairlines in the fields from 
cleaning. The fields are deeply mirrored and there is ample 
frost on the devices providing a most pleasing cameo 
contrast. 


PEACE DOLLARS 

5373 NGC 1923-S MS 65. In gem condition the 1923-S is one 
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of the most difficult issues in this short but challenging 
series. Usually seen with a miserable strike, this piece is 
quite extraordinary with strong feather detail even on the 
bottom row of the wing and sharp hair detail as well. Not 
surprisingly the luster is excellent, being bright and 
sparkling as the coin is held beneath a light. Each side has a 
light golden-reddish caste and overall the piece appears to 
be totallv original in every respect. A rare opportunity for 
the dollar collector and one of only 18 gems certified by 
NGC (25 by PCGS) with none finer by either service. 

5374 PCGS 1926-D MS 64. Fully struck with bright lustrous 
surfaces and toned a light reddish-golden on the obverse. 

5375 NGC 1926-S MS 63. Fully struck and almost completely 
untoned with a few small marks on each side. 

5376 NGC 1926-S MS 64. Fully struck and highly lustrous with a 
pale overlay of hazy golden color. A nice, original ’26-S 
dollar. 

5377 NGC 1926-S MS 64. Fully struck and almost completely 
untoned with a few light die striations in the field that give 
the coin an unusually bright appearance. 

5378 NGC 1926-S MS 64. Sharply struck with excellent, frosty 
luster. 

5379 PCGS 1927-S MS 63. Deep speckled toning over both sides 
with strong underlying luster. Minimally abraded for the 
grade. 

5380 NGC 1934-D MS 65. While many 1934-D dollars are 
pleasing when found in high grade, this coin is especially 
attractive with smooth, virtually unblemished surfaces and 
excellent luster. Both sides are toned a lovely golden-brown 
and overall the coin has excellent eye appeal. 

5381 PCGS 1934-S MS 62. Fully lustrous with a few light 
abrasions, otherwise choice. 

5382 NGC 1934-S MS 62. Well struck and attractively toned. A 
handsome example of this scarce, key date dollar. 


COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

5383 NGC 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 66. A 

beautiful, highly lustrous coin that shows no visible signs of 
contact on either side and is accented by an occasional spot 
of coppery-reddish color; overall colored a deeper hue of 
golden-orange. Very scarce in such superior condition with 
only 12 pieces having been so graded by NGC. 

5384 PCGS 1916 McKinley MS 62. Variegated color and quite 
attractive. 


ONE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5385 PCGS 1851-C AU 55. Well struck and showing no abrasions 
to the unaided eye. the fields have taken on a deep reddish 
hue and there is good remaining luster to be seen on both 
sides. A pleasing example of a gold dollar from this 
"charismatic" Southern mint. 

5386 PCGS 1854 Type Two MS 63. A conservatively graded 
coin with top quality luster and a moderate portion of 
reddish color outlining the devices on each side. Die clash 
marks in the fields are the only superficial disturbances 
noted and seem to be the only thing preventing this piece 
from grading MS 64. 

5387 PCGS 1854 Type Two MS 63. A very appealing, 
upper-end PQ coin with unusually thick mint luster that is 
accented by a deep reddish-orange patina over both sides. 
There are a few small marks in the obverse fields that 
account for the grade and the ubiquitous die clash marks 


are seen only on the reverse of this coin. The strike is very 
sharp for the type with complete letters and digits on the 
reverse. One of only 55 pieces to have been so graded by 
PCGS. 

5388 NGC 1857-S AU 55. It has taken many years for the 
1857-S to receive the recognition it deserves as a major 
condition rarity in the gold dollar series. The publication of 
the population figures by PCGS and NGC though has 
confirmed the statements made by specialists for years of 
the rarity of this issue. Only 3 pieces have been certified in 
all grades of mint state by both services. AU coins are very 
rare with only a handful of them certified as well. This piece 
has prooflike fields and medium orange-gold color with 
traces of light friction evident. There are two disturbances 
on the surfaces of this coin that would serve the purposes of 
the researcher who wished to trace this coin’s pedigree: on 
the obverse there is a vertical scrape down the neck, on the 
reverse a shallow planchet depression can be made out just 
left of the 1 in the denomination. Trends $2450 in AU 50, 
$7250 in MS 60. 

5389 PCGS 1864 MS 61. A scarce coin in mint condition from an 
original mintage of only 5,900 pieces. Sharply struck with 
striated fields that give the coin a bright, semi-prooflike 
look. 

5390 ANACS 1870-S MS 60. A rare issue with only 3,000 
pieces originally struck; this date has long been popular 
with collectors as the final branch mint gold dollar. A 
sharply struck coin with bright prooflike fields that show a 
few scattered abrasions. 

5391 ANACS 1873 Open 3 MS 61. Fully lustrous. 

5392 PCGS 1874 MS 64. Top quality luster and an attractive coin 
overall that is kept from the gem category by several 
crisscrossing planchet depressions on the reverse below the 
date. All the letters in LIBERTY on the headband are 
present on this coin. 

5393 NGC 1884 MS 64. Fully struck with bright semi-prooflike 
fields and deep orange-gold color. 


EARLY QUARTER EAGLES 

5394 PCGS 1836 AU 58. A lovely near-mint example of this 
scarce type that has almost complete mint luster and shows 
only slight central weakness and a few scattered abrasions. 

5395 NGC' 1836 MS 60. Fully lustrous with medium orange-gold 
color and softly struck in the centers as usual with only 
slight contact marks noted on either side. A very difficult 
series to locate in true mint condition. 


LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

5396 PCGS 1848 MS 60. As a condition rarity the 1848 quarter 
eagle has been known and respected since the 1930s. Only 
7,497 pieces were struck and although several other pieces 
are alleged to exist in mint state (Miles-Scanlon; and a 
harshly cleaned "gem 1 ') to date this is the only piece to have 
been certified in mint condition by either of the major 
grading services. The leg of the eagle is diagnostically weak, 
but that is the only area of softness we can find as every 
other detail is completely brought up on this coin. The fields 
are prooflike, apparently having been struck from striated 
dies with striae present in the obverse fields. Minimally 
marked for the grade. Trends $8250. 

5397 PCGS 1851 AU 55. An attractive coin with almost full mint 
state luster. 

5398 NGC 1851-0 AU 58. Doubled Date. A rare and desirable 
quarter eagle that is very elusive in higher grades (AU and 
mint state). Only a couple of mint state coins are known, 
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placing this piece in the mid-range of the condition census 
for the issue. A clean coin with no obvious or distracting 
abrasions, the surfaces retain almost complete mint luster 
and are a pleasing golden-orange color. The strike is 
surprisingly sharp on the obverse but shows the usual 
softness on the lower half of the reverse. Trends $800 in AU 
50, $3750 in MS 60. 

5399 PCGS 1861 MS 60. Fully lustrous and well struck. 

5400 NGC 1861 MS 64. Although the date is considered a 
common one by series standards, how can a coin with only 9 
MS 64 pieces certified by NGC be considered as common? 
Very sharply struck throughout, the surfaces glitter with a 
bright mint luster that sparkles beneath the deep 
orange-gold color. A premium coin with strong eye appeal 
and a small number of survivors when compared to the 
1900-1907 issues (truly common dates in high grade). 

5401 ANACS 1878-S XF 45. A few light abrasions. 

5402 PCGS 1880 AU 50. A popular, low mintage coin with an 
original production of only 2,960 pieces. This is a clean coin 
with much of the original prooflike surface remaining. 

5403 PCGS 1886 AU 55. Sharply struck with deep golden-orange 
color and prooflike fields as usually seen on this scarce date. 

5404 PCGS 1887 AU 55. Well struck with partially prooflike 
fields. 

5405 PCGS 1888 VF 35. Slightly scarcer issue, but affordable in 
this grade. 

5406 PCGS 1888 AU 55. Almost complete mint luster remains 
and the strike is sharp overall, only showing the often-seen 
softness on Liberty’s hair curls and eagle’s leg. 

5407 PCGS 1889 AU 58. Excellent mint luster with only a trace 
of friction on the highpoints. 

5408 PCGS 1889 MS 61. Somewhat scarcer date. 

5409 NGC 1891 MS 64. Sharply struck with attractive prooflike 
fields and showing a deep orange-gold color over both sides. 
Slightly scarcer issue with an original mintage of 10.960 
pieces. 

5410 PCGS 1894 AU 53. A scarcer late date P-mint quarter eagle 
that is sharply struck throughout and quite a lustrous coin. 
Trends $475 in AU 50. 

5411 NGC 1895 MS 60. Scarcer issue with an original mintage of 
only 6,000 pieces. Sharply struck. 

5412 ANACS 1900 MS 62. Sharply struck with good luster. 

5413 PCGS 1899 PR 60. A very flashy coin with deeply 
reflective fields and a moderate cameo contrast between the 
fields and devices. A much nicer coin than one might 
imagine for the grade. 

5414 PCGS 1902 PR 63. Of the 193 proofs struck in 1902 
perhaps as many as a third of that number still survive 
today. 1902 was the first year of the "all brilliant" proofing 
process, whereby proofs had a uniform brilliance and lacked 
the two-toned frosted appearance seen in previous years. 
The depth of reflectivity in the fields of this coin is truly 
dazzling and there are only the most minor surface 
blemishes apparent. One of only 12 pieces graded PR 63 
with 26 certified higher. 


INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

5415 PCGS 1914-D AU 55. Richly colored and lustrous, showing 
just a trace of friction on the Indian’s cheek. 

5416 PCGS 1925-D MS 64. Clean surfaces with superb mint 


luster and bright pink and steely-blue color. A sharp 
upper-end coin and an excellent type piece. 

5417 PCGS 1926 MS 64. Fully struck and highly lustrous with 
even golden-yellow color. 

5418 NGC 1908 PR 66. After several minutes of close 
examination with a high powered loupe we have been 
unable to locate any post-striking impairments on the 
surfaces of this coin. It is truly a majestic piece of matte 
proof gold. This proofing process was introduced to this 
country in 1908, having been first used in England, Franee, 
and Italy. It was used on the newly redesigned gold coins of 
Pratt and Saint-Gaudens. This first year of issue status for 
the Pratt design gives the coin an added dimension of 
desirability and the deeper color unmistakably identify it as 
a 1908 proof without having to look at the date. Of the 236 
proofs struck in this year it has been estimated that 
perhaps as few as 50 examples remain. Only 3 other PR 66 
coins have been certified by NGC with 6 graded so by PCGS. 


THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 

5419 Hallmark 1878 MS 61. Both sides exhibit complete 
cartwheel luster, but the grade is limited by noticeable 
obverse field marks. 

5420 NGC 1888 PR 64. As the most plentifully available date 
in the series of three-dollar gold pieces, the 1888 is also the 
one date most frequently seen with the strongest eye appeal. 
While missing the gem proof grade, this piece does not miss 
by much. The fields have a watery depth of reflectivity and 
the surfaces are quite clean and unobstructed by any but the 
most trivial hairlines. There are several small planchet 
depressions and a couple of lint marks that may have come 
from the coiner’s cloth; as he wiped the dies lint adhered to 
them, striking their impression onto this coin. One of only 6 
pieces to have been so graded by NGC. 


EARLY HALF EAGLE 

5421 NGC 1835 AU 53. A sharply struck Classic five with bright, 
semi-prooflike fields and only minor abrasions. A nice coin 
for type purposes. 


LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 

5422 PCGS 1844-0 XF 45. Sharply struck with numerous small 
contact marks in the fields. 

5423 NGC 1846 XF 45. Well struck with a pronounced vertical 
die crack on the upper reverse. 

5424 NGC 1847 MS 62. Bright and lustrous with rich, appealing 
color. The surfaces display only scattered abrasions and, 
save for the feathers on the eagle’s neck, strong detail. 
Scarce No Motto issue. 

5425 PCGS 1852-C EF 45. Evenly detailed green-gold surfaces. 
One light mark is visible on the eagle’s leg, otherwise 
relatively clean for the grade and a fine piece to represent 
the Charlotte mint. 

5426 NGC 1861 AU 58. Fully struck with almost complete mint 
luster. 

5427 PCGS 1861 MS 61. Frosty with a pleasing pinkish tint to 
the obverse. Perhaps the most common No Motto half eagle, 
but still scarce at this grade level and an important type 

5428 NGC 1878-S MS 64. Despite an unimpressively large 
mintage of 144,700 pieces, mint state coins of this issue are 
rare in any grade. In the better grades of mint state they 
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are extremelv rare. This is THE FINEST KNOWN 
specimen. It 'is the only MS 64 certified by either service and 
is followed bv onlv 3 in MS 63 (2 PCGS and 1 NGC). Trends 
lists this date at $7000 in MS 63; obviously the only MS 64 
and finest known specimen is worth significantly more. The 
luster on this coin is superb, being the equal of any coin we 
have seen graded MS 66. The centers are curiously soft in 
detail while the edges are fully brought up with complete 
radials on all the stars. An impressive coin and one sure to 
interest the collector, investor, and specialist alike. 

5429 NGC 1879-S MS 64. Long considered a common date, 
primarily because of its rather substantial mintage, the 
1879-S is actually quite rare in mint condition. Even low 
grade uncirculated coins are scarce. This piece is tied for 
finest known with only one other coin according to the NGC 
Census Report. The highest graded PCGS coin is MS 62. 
Sharply struck with superb mint frost, the surfaces show 
only the smallest abrasions, none of which are located in an 
obvious place on the coin. An excellent opportunity to 
acquire this rare and underrated date in the Coronet five 
series. Trends $4350 in MS 63. 

5430 NGC 1880-CC Fine 15. An uncleaned, original coin with 
even wear and a light pinkish tint in the fields. 

5431 PCGS 1885 MS 60. Fully lustrous and well struck. 

5432 PCGS 1890-CC AU 55. Bright yellow-gold color with lots of 
luster remaining. 

5433 PCGS 1892-S VF 30. Fairly scarce, despite its "common 
date" status. 

5434 NGC 1893-CC AU 50. Final year of issue. A clean coin with 
bright yellow-gold color and a good strike. 

5435 NGC 1893-0 MS 62. Lustrous with minimal abrasions for 
the grade. 

5436 PCGS 1893-S AU 50. A moderately scarce issue. 

5437 PCGS 1894-0 AU 50. A popular date, being the last year of 
issue from the New Orleans mint for this type. 

5438 PCGS 1894-S VF 25. Akers refers to the 1894-S as "one of 
the most underrated and undervalued dates in the entire 
series....not often available in any grade...." 

5439 PCGS 1894-S XF 40. A scarce and underrated date that is 
seldom seen any finer. 

5440 PCGS 1896 MS 61. Satiny and original. One of just 59,063 
pieces struck, few of which have survived in uncirculated 
condition. 

5441 PCGS 1896 MS 61. A second BU example, perhaps a bit 
more lustrous than the previous coin although every bit as 
original. Scarcer, low mintage date. 

5442 PCGS 1896-S VF 35. This date is not generally available, 
and most of those that are occasionally offered are only 
low-end VF examples. 

5443 PCGS 1897-S EF 40. Another of the scarcer San Francisco 
fives often referred to as common dates by some pricing 
guides. 

5444 NGC 1903-S MS 64. A common date in uncommonly 

fine condition. The surfaces are smooth with a bright, satiny 
luster that is devoid of any but the most insignificant 
marks. Fully struck in all areas. 

5445 PCGS 1906 AU 55. An original coin which narrowly misses 
uncirculated status. 

5446 PCGS 1906-S AU 50. Although minted in sufficient 
numbers, a relatively scarce date. 


INDIAN HALF EAGLES 

5447 PCGS 1910-D MS 61. Sharply struck with attractive, deep 
reddish-coppery color. Slightly scarcer date. 

5448 NGC 1910-S AU 58. Sharply struck with light reddish color. 

5449 NGC 1913-S AU 55. Rich yellow-gold surfaces. Two full 
grades better than the typical 1913-S half eagle. 

5450 PCGS 1916-S MS 61. A few scattered abrasions are evident, 
but the overall eve appeal of this frosty, original coin equals 
most MS 63 specimens. One of just 31 pieces graded MS 61 
by PCGS and considerably more difficult in grades 
exceeding this. 


LIBERTY EAGLES 

5451 PCGS 1845 VF 20. A date which is "grossly underrated" 
according to Akers, even more than its small mintage of 
26,153 would suggest. 

5452 PCGS 1850 Large Date VF 35. The more common of the two 
1850 varieties. Fairly scarce as a date, with virtually all 
specimens grading EF or less. 

5453 PCGS 1852 AU 50. Minimally worn, with only a few 
scattered marks. Quite scarce in all grades and particularly 
so in grades above EF. 

5454 NGC 1855-0 VF 30. One of just 18,000 pieces struck and 
easily as scarce as the mintage indicates. Although fairly 
well 'worn, some traces of prooflike surfaces are visible in 
the protected areas of the reverse. 

5455 NGC 1864 AU 50. A very rare No Motto ten with an 
original mintage of only 3,580 pieces. Of that number only 
one coin is known in uncirculated condition, and a marginal 
piece at that in MS 60. PCGS has graded one coin AU 58 
and there is one PCGS AU 50 to rival this piece as third 
finest known. The surfaces show a number of small 
abrasions but only one series of milling marks in front of the 
nose is prominent enough to aid in tracing the pedigree of 
this condition census coin. Well struck with significant 
portions of original mint luster still seen around the devices 
on each side. Trends $12,800. 

5456 PCGS 1870 VF 25. A very rare and highly coveted issue in 
the With Motto series with an original mintage of only 4,025 
pieces. Unknown in mint condition, only 4 pieces have even 
been graded in AU. This lower-end VF has a few field 
marks, as would be expected from any gold coin in this 
grade, but the design details are quite strong aside from the 
softness one would anticipate in the centers. Trends $800 in 
VF 20. 

5457 PCGS 1870 EF 45. A rare issue in any condition. This 
low-mintage date (4,025) retains ample evidence of prooflike 
finish about the devices. 

5458 NGC 1880 MS 60. Attractive pinkish luster. 

5459 PCGS 1880-S AU 58. Dazzling cartwheel luster. This 
slightly scarcer date could easily be graded mint state in the 
eyes of the cataloger. 

5460 PCGS 1881-CC AU 50. A rare Carson City issue, struck in 
limited numbers (24,015) and usually found only in VF and 
EF grades. 

5461 PCGS 1881-S AU 55. Faint obverse hairlines. Reasonably 
scarce at the mint state level. 

5462 PCGS 1883 MS 60. A frosty, real BU coin, limited in grade 
by scattered abrasions. Most mint state examples of this 
date grade MS 60-61 and this coin is surely among the most 
attractive of those available. 
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5463 PCGS 1883 MS 60. The obverse is somewhat scuffy while 
the reverse is finer. 

5464 PCGS 1884 AU 50. Very appealing, with most of its original 
luster remaining. Very scarce and above-average condition 
for the date. 

5465 NGC 1884-S MS 60. A very scarce coin, especially in mint 
state, with only two pieces certified higher than MS 60-the 
MS 61 in the next lot and an MS 62. This is the only NGC 
MS 60 while PCGS has graded 10. Lustrous with deep 
reddish color. Trends $1350. 

5466 NGC 1884-S MS 61. While a one point difference in grade 
usually does not make that much difference in the price of 
low end gold coins, in the case of this piece it makes a huge 
difference because at MS 61 this is the second finest graded 
coin of this scarce date. Certified since the August 27 
Census Report was released, this is an attractive coin for 
the grade with the usual number of abrasions but showing 
bright pink centers with a subtle green color at the edges. 

5467 PCGS 1888-S MS 60. 

5468 PCGS 1888-S MS 60. A second and much flashier BU 
example. 

5469 PCGS 1890 EF 40. Evenly worn yellow-gold surfaces. 
Another of the underrated Philadelphia tens from this era. 

5470 PCGS 1890 EF 45. A second example of this tough date, 
displaying perhaps a bit more remaining luster on the 
obverse. 

5471 PCGS 1891-CC XF 45. Deep russet color outline the devices 
and there is a noticeable amount of luster in the fields. 

5472 NGC 1891-CC AU 53. Well struck with excellent luster in 
the fields. 

5473 PCGS 1892-0 AU 55. A low-mintage date which features a 
strong strike and exceptional color. 

5474 PCGS 1892-0 AU 55. Just as sharp, although not as flashy 
as the previous lot. 

5475 PCGS 1892-S EF 45. Bright surfaces displaying only 
minimal wear. 

5476 PCGS 1895-0 AU 50. A bold striking with much original 
luster remaining. 

5477 NGC 1896 MS 60. Well struck with deep orange-gold color. 

5478 PCGS 1896-S EF 40. An extremely unappreciated issue, 
scarce both as a date and a condition rarity as well. 

5479 PCGS 1903-0 EF 40. 

5480 PCGS 1905 AU 55. Pleasing golden-orange highlights 
compensate for obverse marks. 

5481 PCGS 1905 MS 62. A sparkling BU example, fully defined 
and well above-average for the assigned grade. A scarcer 
date, hardly ever found in grades exceeding MS-63. 

5482 PCGS 1905-S AU 50. A scarce date in all grades, despite its 
rather hefty mintage. 

5483 PCGS 1907-S VF 30. The first of three examples of this 
unappreciated date. 

5484 PCGS 1907-S VF 30. 

5485 PCGS 1907-S EF 40. Clean surfaces, but with minor 
flatness over Liberty’s ear. One of Akers’ favorite dates in 
the Liberty eagle series. 


INDIAN EAGLES 

5486 PCGS 1909-S MS 60. Bright, satiny luster with lightly 
abraded obverse surfaces. One of just four pieces graded 
MS-60 by PCGS, though a majority of the few uncirculated 
pieces extant grade MS-63 to MS-64. 

5487 PCGS 1910 MS 62. Well struck with satiny luster and a 
pronounced matte-like texture. 

5488 PCGS 1910-S EF 40. 

5489 PCGS 1911-D AU 58. The 1911-D is one of the rarest of all 
issues in the entire ten Indian series. Solid mint state coins 
are very rare, being mostly held in major collections and 
rarely entering the market. This is an affordable alternative 
that is technically very close to mint condition. The surfaces 
are exceptionally clean and the strike is good. 

5490 PCGS 1912 MS 62. Lustrous with deep variegated 
coloration. 

5491 PCGS 1915 MS 61. Lustrous. 


LIBERTY DOUBLE EAGLES 

5492 NGC 1851 EF 45. Several light marks are noticed in the 
field to the left of Liberty. Popular Type One issue. 

5493 PCGS 1856-S VF 35. The surfaces are uniformly abraded, 
not uncommon on these large, soft coins from the Old West. 

5494 PCGS 1857 VF 35. A difficult Type One issue, evenly worn 
and generally free of surface marks. 

5495 PCGS 1859-S VF 30. An average grade example for the 
issue, with a bright, relatively clean appearance. 

5496 PCGS 1861 VF 35. 

5497 NGC 1861 EF 45. Some mint frost remains, but numerouus 
tiny abrasions limit the grade. 

5498 PCGS 1861 AU 50. Very sharply struck with clean surfaces 
and attractive, light color. 

5499 NGC 1863 AU 50. Rarely seen above XF with only one 
coin certified in mint condition to date (11/91). This coin is 
tied with several others at the lower range of condition 
census. A lustrous AU with numerous small, but 
inconsequential, abrasions on each side; the details are 
generally well brought up with bright overall surfaces. 
Trends $2400. 

5500 PCGS 1873 Open 3 AU 55. 

5501 NGC 1873-S MS 60. Fully lustrous. A scarce type in strict 
uncirculated condition. 

5502 PCGS 1874 AU 50. The obverse is marred by numerous cuts 
and abrasions. Much tougher as a date than mintage figures 
and price guides would suggest. 

5503 PCGS 1875 AU 55. Original pinkish-orange coloration. A 
twenty which probably never entered commerce but because 
of numerous obverse handling marks has been graded less 
than mint state. 

5504 PCGS 1875 AU 55. A second example of this underrated 
date. The surfaces lack the original color of the previous 
coin, but in every other way are similar. 

5505 PCGS 1875-CC VF 25. A well struck coin with attributes of 
an EF, but downgraded by tiny obverse surface marks. 

5506 PCGS 1875-CC VF 25. Minor flatness in the central devices. 
Popular as a Type Two Carson City twenty. 
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5507 PCGS 1875-CC AU 55. An affordable example of this 
popular Type Two CC twenty. 

5508 PCGS 1875-CC AU 58. Excellent luster with a few obverse 
marks. There are three delicate die cracks between stars 2 
and 3 that branch out in a Y-shape. 

5509 PCGS 1875-S AU 55. Deeper orange patina can be seen 
down in the recesses of the design. 

5510 PCGS 1876-CC XF 40. Faint remnants of a prooflike field 
can be seen on both sides. 

5511 PCGS 1876-CC XF 45. Deeper orange-red color. 

5512 PCGS 1876-S AU 58. Bright lustrous surfaces that are very 
clean. Sharp looking coin. 

5513 NGC 1876-S AU 58. Well struck with bright, lustrous 
surfaces that are very close to full mint state. 

5514 PCGS 1876-S MS 60. Lustrous with attractive orange color 
in the recessed portions of the design. 

5515 PCGS 1878 MS 60. A fully struck example of this scarcer 
date. 

5516 PCGS 1878-S AU 50. Baggy on the obverse but showing 
good remaining luster for the grade. 

5517 PCGS 1878-S AU 53. Good luster remaining on this 
uncommon S-mint twenty. Scattered bagmarks. 

5518 PCGS 1879-S AU 50. A scarcer issue. 

5519 PCGS 1880-S AU 50. A bright coin with almost full mint 
luster on the reverse. Scarcer issue. Trends $825. 

5520 PCGS 1880-S AU 50. Prooflike with a few abrasions in the 
fields. 

5521 PCGS 1881-S XF 40. 

5522 PCGS 1881-S AU 55. Lustrous with a clean reverse. Scarcer 
S-mint twenty. 

5523 PCGS 1882-S XF 40. 

5524 PCGS 1882-S XF 45. Attractive orange and pink color. 

5525 PCGS 1882-S MS 60. Sharply struck with attractive 
reddish-orange color. 

5526 PCGS 1884-S AU 55. A few light marks but very attractive, 
original color. 

5527 NGC 1885-S AU 55. Well struck with just the slightest trace 
of friction. Scarcer date. 

5528 PCGS 1888 XF 45. Sharply struck. 

5529 PCGS 1888 AU 50. A scarcer Type Three. Good color and 
remaining luster. 

5530 PCGS 1888 AU 55. An especially scarce issue in 
uncirculated. This piece is marred only by a long mark 
across the face of Liberty. 

5531 PCGS 1888-S AU 58. Sharply struck with almost the full 
complement of mint state luster. Lightly abraded, looks 
uncirculated. A scarcer issue. 

5532 PCGS 1888-S AU 58. Sharply struck with almost complete 
mint luster. 

5533 PCGS 1888-S MS 60. Subtle pink and olive coloration on 
this slightly better date issue. 

5534 NGC 1889-S AU 58. Fully struck with semi-prooflike fields. 


A sharp looking, original example of this scarcer S-mint. 

5535 PCGS 1889-S MS 62. Semi-prooflike on the obverse with 
good color. 

5536 PCGS 1890 XF 45. Scarcer issue with a mintage of only 
75.995 pieces. A clean coin for the grade with deeper color. 
Trends $580. 

5537 PCGS 1890-CC AU 55. A nice CC type coin with even 
yellow-gold color and excellent remaining luster. Trends 
$950 in AU 50. 

5538 PCGS 1890-S XF 45. A scarcer S-mint twenty. 

5539 PCGS 1890-S AU 50. Bright surfaces that are marred only 
by a V-shaped abrasion over the eagle’s head on the reverse. 

5540 PCGS 1890-S AU 50. Well struck with a few abrasions. 

5541 NGC 1890-S AU 55. Well struck with deep golden-orange 
color. Scarcer date. 

5542 PCGS 1891-S MS 61. Sharply struck. 

5543 PCGS 1891-S MS 61. Thick frosty mint luster. 

5544 PCGS 1892-S AU 58. Lustrous. 

5545 PCGS 1892-S MS 60. Reddish-orange color in the recesses 
with a steely-blue patina in the fields. 

5546 NGC 1893-CC AU 58. While not as scarce as it was once 
believed to be, the 1893-CC has still retained much of the 
allure it has had over the years; partly because of its final 
year of issue status, and also because of its availability in 
the better grades of AU and mint state. This piece has just 
the lightest trace of friction in the fields and the surfaces 
overall show the reddish-coppery color usually seen on coins 
of this year. Sharply struck as well with minimal abrasions. 

5547 PCGS 1896-S MS 62. Bright lustrous surfaces. 

5548 PCGS 1899-S MS 62. A clean coin for the grade with lovely 
luster. 

5549 PCGS 1900-S MS 62. Sharp strike. 

5550 NGC 1901-S MS 60. Superior luster and attractive color. 

5551 PCGS 1902 AU 55. Baggy surfaces, but nevertheless a 
near-mint example of tins scarce low mintage issue. 

5552 PCGS 1902 MS 60. Fully lustrous with a few scattered 
abrasions. The 1902 is always a popular coin because of its 
low mintage of only 31,254 pieces. Trends $1200. 

5553 PCGS 1904 MS 65. A stunning type coin that shows 
smooth, virtually abrasion-free surfaces. The strike is 
completely brought up in all areas and the luster is 
outstanding, being thick and frosted, racing around the coin 
as it is rotated beneath a light. Strong eye appeal and an 
intelligent purchase for the contrarian investor. 

5554 NGC 1905 AU 50. A scarce and popular low mintage issue 
that is generally unavailable in mint state. 

5555 PCGS 1905-S MS 62. Attractive variegated color with a 
sharp strike. Scarcer issue. 


SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 

5556 PCGS 1913 AU 58. 

5557 ANACS 1922-S MS 60. Only one copper stain on this coin 
and that one in an out-of-the-way place. 

5558 PCGS 1923 MS 63. Deep reddish-coppery color. 
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5559 NGC 1924 MS 65. Fully struck with superb mint luster. 


COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 

5560 PCGS 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 63. Fully brought up in all 
areas and lightly toned with a cloudiness over both sides 
that prevents a higher grade. 

5561 NGC 1921 Alabama MS 63. Deep mottled toning with good 
underlying luster. 

5562 PCGS 1921 Alabama MS 64. Even blue-gray toning with 
strong underlying luster. Much cleaner than usually seen. 

5563 PCGS 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 63. Attractive, light golden 
and lilac toning. 

5564 PCGS 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 63. Bright, lustrous surfaces 
with a light golden-brown color on the obverse. 

5565 PCGS 1925-S California MS 66. Originally toned in 
scattered patches of light pastel hues with a predominant 
golden color on both sides. The bright, flashy luster this 
issue is known for flashes forcefully through the color and 
where left untoned is dazzling in its intensity. 

5566 NGC 1936 Columbia MS 64. Brilliant. 

5567 NGC 1892 Columbian MS 64. A brilliant coin with bright 
frosted luster, and an attractive example of this scarce first 
commemorative. 

5568 NGC 1892 Columbian MS 65. When grading standards 
were less strict than today this was considered a common 
coin even in gem condition. With the advent of PCGS and 
NGC what was once a common coin became uncommon and 
has finally evolved into one of the condition rarities among 
all U S. commemoratives. A brilliant coin, the surfaces show 
virtually none of the usually ubiquitous abrasions. Superb 
luster and strong eye appeal 

5569 PCGS 1893 Columbian MS 64. Deep blue toning around the 
edges with gray and rose central color, typical toning for a 
Columbian half. Strong underlying luster and minimal 
marks. 

5570 PCGS 1893 Columbian MS 64. Steely-gray and sea-green 
toning with minimal abrasions. 

5571 NGC 1893 Columbian MS 65. The scarcer of the two 
years Columbian halves were struck, this is a lovely piece 
with several layers of color on the obverse that presents a 
marked contrast to the brilliant reverse. The luster is 
excellent and there are only a few small, inconsequential 
marks on either side. 

5572 PCGS 1936 Connecticut MS 66. Beautiful blue, rose, and 
golden iridescent toning that is intensified by the thick, 
frosted mint luster underneath. Strong eye appeal. 

5573 NGC 1922 Grant MS 65. Clean, virtually flawless surfaces 
that are covered with a deep, multi-colored toning. 

5574 PCGS 1925 Lexington MS 64. Brilliant on the obverse with 
a lightly toned reverse. 

5575 NGC 1925 Lexington MS 64. Deeply and originally toned. 
Nice looking coin. 

5576 NGC 1925 Lexington MS 65. Toned in speckles of brown on 
the obverse and horizontal streaks of the same color on the 
reverse. An original coin that appears to have toned inside 
an original wooden box of issue. 

5577 PCGS 1918 Lincoln MS 64. Lightly and attractively toned. 

5578 PCGS 1920 Maine MS 63. Pearl-gray surfaces with deeper 


golden-brown color at the edges. 

5579 PCGS 1921 Missouri MS 64. A brilliant coin with excellent 
mint luster. 

5580 ANACS 1938 New Rochelle MS 65. Both sides are 
smothered in milky rose-gold toning. A choice example of 
this low-mintage type. 

5581 PCGS 1933-D Oregon MS 64. Lustrous pearlescent 
surfaces. 

5582 PCGS 1934-D Oregon MS 64. Untoned. 

5583 PCGS 1921 Pilgrim MS 64. This is a handsome example of 
this rarely seen 1921 issue that to our eyes has the eye 
appeal, originality, and clean features of an MS 65 coin. 
Attractively toned on each side in differing hues. 

5584 NGC 1937 Roanoke MS 65. A brilliant prooflike Roanoke 
that is very sharply struck. 

5585 PCGS 1935-S Texas MS 66. Untoned on the obverse with a 
sharply contrasting speckled toned reverse. Smooth, 
unblemished surfaces. 

5586 ANACS 1925 Vancouver MS 64. Light speckled toning 
clings to the lettering. A very attractive coin for the grade 
and easily superior to the many dipped-out specimens on 
the market. 

5587 NGC 1927 Vermont MS 66. Because of the rounded "apple 
cheek" design on the obverse and the minimally detailed 
catamount on the reverse there are few places for a 
bagmark to hide on this coin. As a result, superb specimens 
are few and far between. NGC has only certified 35 while 
PCGS has graded 46. This specimen is lightly toned in 
shades of pink and orange with much of the original 
brilliant surfaces showing as well. 

5588 ANACS 1946 Booker T. Washington MS 64. 

5589 ANACS 1946 Booker T. Washington MS 65. Lustrous and 
evenly toned and looking very much like an MS 66 coin. 

5590 ANACS 1946-S Booker T. Washington MS 66. Attractively 
toned and lacking the usual bagmarks on the face. 

5591 PCGS 1947-D Booker T. Washington MS 66. A bright and 
lustrous coin that is lightly toned on the obverse.

5592 PCGS 1948-S Booker T. Washington MS 65. Brilliant. 

5593 PCGS 1949 Booker T. Washington MS 65. Untoned with 
semi-prooflike fields. 

5594 PCGS 1949-D Booker T. Washington MS 65. Lustrous and 
brilliant. 

5595 PCGS 1949-S Booker T. Washington MS 65. Brilliant with 
superb dazzling mint luster. 

5596 PCGS 1953 Washington-Carver PDS Set MS 64. A complete 
three-coin set that is mostly untoned except for the reverse 
of the D and S pieces. (Toti: 3 coins) 

5597 ANACS 1936 Wisconsin MS 65. Snowy white, with 
shimmering luster and minimal surface marks. Now is a 
great time to take advantage of these unusally low prices on 
MS-65 commeras.

5598 PCGS 1870 Dime, Judd-828, R.6, PR 64 Brown. 

Standard Silver dime pattern using the Barber design on 
the obverse featuring Liberty seated with her right hand on 
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reddish patina surrounding the devices.

CENTS in the center surrounded by a wreath of cotton and 
corn with STANDARD above. Struck in copper with a plain 
edge. The surfaces have taken on a light brown color with a 
subtle iridescence seen on both the devices and in the fields. 


TERRITORIAL GOLD 

5599 PCGS 1853 Assay Twenty-Dollar 900 Fine XF 45. 

K-18. R.2. Struck in abundant numbers, these Assay pieces 
were the closest California came to having officially minted 
gold coins until the San Francisco mint opened in 1854. As 
the precursor to the mint, coins from the Assay Office are 
often collected alongside the mint’s regular issues. Lightly 
abraded, the edges are clean, and the surfaces overall are 
quite presentable and still retain small portions of luster. 
Generally well struck as well with only slight softness noted 
in the center of the obverse on the arrows and top of the 
shield. An affordable example of this important, semi-official 
issue. 

5600 PCGS 1852 Assay Fifty-Dollar 887 Fine VF 20. K-13, 

R.5. This historic gold coin was heavily used in the channels 
of commerce and as a result shows several edge knocks and 
surface abrasions. Still, an uncleaned coin and one that has 
been allowed to tone a light reddish hue. A more affordable 
example of this unusual denomination from this historic 
provisional mint. 

5601 PCGS Undated (1842-1852?) A. Bechtler Five-Dollar XF 40. 

134GR 21C. K-27, Low R.5. An attractive Bechtler 
five-dollar that seems to have been well preserved over the 
years, most likely having passed from one collector to 
another over the last century. When closely examined one 
can tell that the surfaces still retain portions of the original 
prooflike fields. This faint glimmer that remains is accented 
by a light reddish outline around the devices. The fields 
show a few minor marks but for a Territorial gold coin are 
really quite nice, being devoid of any serious abrasions or 
edge knocks. This is a lovely example of this scarce and 
popular early Territorial. 

5602 PCGS Undated (1837-1842) Bechtler Gold Dollar XF 45. N 
Reversed. K-4, R.4. A most curious Territorial issue that 
attests to the hurried conditions these coins were struck 
under. The N on ONE, the largest letters on the coin, has 
the crossbar of the N reversed. Also, the As are actually 
inverted Vs. Bright surfaces with medium yellow-gold color; 
the fields are generally quite clean for a coin of this grade 
with the exception of a small dig (recently done) in the 
upper obverse above the 8 in 28G. 

5603 PCGS 1860 Clark, Gruber Five-Dollar XF 40. K-2, R.4. 

An original and attractive example of "Pike’s Peak Gold." 

The surfaces are remarkably clean and attractive with the 
usual deep reddish-coppery color so often seen on coins from 
this private mint. The color is primarily seen around the 
outer devices and has a light iridescent quality toward the 
edges. Softly struck in the centers as usual. 

5604 PCGS 1860 Clark, Gruber & Co. Five-Dollar AU 50. 

K-2. R.4. Occasionally Clark, Gruber coins will show a bit 
more than the usual reddish-orange color seen on so many 
pieces struck by this firm. This piece is one of those that 
goes a step beyond. The color, which is the dominant feature 
of this piece, has a deep reddish-coppery hue with 
significant portions of the outer devices toned in a shade of 
royal blue—a most unusual and yet attractive color 
combination on a gold coin. The surfaces are otherwise quite 
clean and show small amounts of original luster. 

5605 PCGS 1861 Clark, Gruber & Co. Quarter Eagle VF 35. 

K-5, R.4. One of the more available Clark, Gruber issues, 
the 1861 quarter eagle was a popular coin in Territorial 
Colorado and circulated widely. This is a reasonably 
attractive piece that has an average strike for the issue with 
slight softness evident in the center of each side. As 
typically seen on these coins there is a noticeable amount of 


5606 PCGS 1861 Clark, Gruber & Co. Ten-Dollar XF 40. 

K-7. R.4. The reputation of Clark, Gruber & Co. was 
impeccable with their coins assaying on a par or above par 
with regular U.S. issues. This coin has a particular charm 
all its own that is mainly derived from its dramatic color 
scheme. The fields are toned a deep orange-red and these 
contrast sharply against the yellow-gold on the devices. 

Overall a clean piece with only minimal contact marks 
noted. This is a pleasing, problem-free coin from this 
historic private mint. 

5607 PCGS 1851 Humbert Fifty-Dollar Fine 12. 887 Fine. 

Reeded Edge. K-6, R.4. While not a high grade "slug," nor is 
it without technical problems; still, this coin speaks volumes 
about the need for coinage in Gold Rush California. Prior to 
the striking of these large coins about all one could circulate 
in California was gold dust-a cumbersome and inaccurate 
method of exchange. Striking coins of fifty-dollar 
denomination did little to help alleviate problems, but 
because these were precisely weighed pieces they did 
nevertheless circulate; some heavily circulated. This coin 
shows was turned over many times in the channels of 
commerce as judged by the edge bumps on the corners and 
the abrasions in the fields. Still, this is an original coin that 
is uncleaned and has been left to form a patina of light red 
color that is most pronounced toward the edges. 

5608 PCGS 1854 Kellogg & Co. Twenty Dollar VF 30. K-2, 

R.4. An original coin that displays a deep reddish patina 
around the devices. The surfaces are lightly marked and 
overall this piece is an affordable and attractive example of 
this historic Territorial issue. 

5609 PCGS 1855 Kellogg & Co. Twenty Dollar XF 40. 

K-3b, R.5. Light in color with a delicate layer of 
reddish-orange patina over both sides. The obverse shows a 
few small marks but the reverse is very clean. 

Approximately 300,000 double eagles were struck from 
February 1854 through 1855. Those of 1855 were made by 
Augustus Humbert who replaced Richter as assistant to 
Kellogg. 

5610 PCGS 1850 Moffat & Co. Five-Dollar XF 40. K-7, R.4. 

Small Eagle. An original coin with relatively clean surfaces 
and an outline of deep gray patina around the devices. One 
of the more affordable Territorial gold coins and a piece 
with a pleasing overall appearance. 

5611 PCGS 1849 Norris, Gregg, and Norris Five-Dollar VF 35. 

K-4, R.4. Reeded Edge. The firm of Norris, Gregg, and 
Norris is generally believed to be the first to issue private 
coinage in Gold Rush California. As such the coins from this 
company hold a special place in the annals of Western 
American numismatics. Not only are N.G.N. corns 
important though, they are quite rare as well and high 
grade pieces are very elusive. This coin is very attractive for 
the grade with clean, problem-free surfaces that barely 
show any sign of post-striking impairments. The fields have 
an orange-gold color with a contrasting lighter yellow hue 
on the highpoints of the devices. While retaining most of the 
original detail of a new coin, 25 points of wear reduce the 
price considerably making this a more affordable coin for 
the collector.

BG-105, R.4. Prooflike with light rose colored highlights on 
each side. Struck from heavily polished dies. 

5613 PCGS 1859 Liberty Head Octagonal Quarter Dollar MS 62. 
BG-702, R.4. Prooflike with some light reddish color. 

5614 PCGS 1870 Liberty Head Round Quarter Dollar AU 55. 
BG-833, R.7. Deep reddish-coppery color. 
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5615 PCGS 1880/76 Indian Head Round Quarter Dollar MS 63. 
BG-885, R.4. A very flashy coin with deep prooflike fields. 

5616 PCGS 1872 Round Indian Head One-Dollar AU 55. 
BG-1207, R.5. A sharply struck coin with prooflike fields. 
Sharp looking piece. The reverse has a medallic turn as is 
sometimes found.

COIN*** Certified for grade and authenticity by ANACS on 
certificate LP2697. To tell of the rarity of this issue we can 
do no better than to quote David Akers, ''...rare in all grades, 
comparable in overall rarity to the 1848-0 and more rare 
than any other O-Mint Eagle of the 1840’s except the 
1841-0. It ranks in the top 5% of the entire series according 
to rarity by average grade...in the top third according to 
rarity by number of appearances...I have never seen or 
heard of an uncirculated example." Indeed no mint state 
coins have been certified, and only one AU has been graded 
(an AU 50). This is a clean, well detailed coin with 
yellow-gold color that is in the lower range of condition 
census being tied with several other coins at the 40 level. 
Trends $2500. 

5633 ANACS 1854 Kellogg & Co. Twenty Dollar XF 40. K-lb. 
R.5. Short Arrows/Reeded Edge. Edge Filed. ***NOT AN 
ENCAPSULATED COIN*** Certified by ANACS for grade 
and authenticity on certificate MJ6301. The surfaces of this 
coin are generally clean with two exceptions: there is a 
planchet depression on the cheek of Liberty and there is the 
already mentioned rim filing. The rim filing was done 
differently than we have seen in the past. Rather than 
lightly file the edge all around giving the coin a beveled look, 
this piece was hit with a small file on the edge leaving a 
V-shaped notch about two mills wide. Otherwise a well 
struck coin with light reddish color around the devices and 
attractive surfaces. 
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
